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EXPORTS OF MINERAL OILS. 

There need be nothing more convinc- 
ing than the January record of min- 
eral oil exports to show how our for- 
eign business in this line is going for- 
ward. “By leaps and bounds” is a 
commonplace simile, but there is hard- 
ly another that so aptly fits the condi- 
tion. In every division of the mineral 
oil industry does the January export 
record for 1912 exceed that of the previ- 
ous January. The same is true in the 
comparison of the seven-month periods 
trom July 1, 1910, and July 1, 1911. It 
is a steady progression and the con- 
clusion is inevitable that scarcely any 
other industry in our land shows the 
effect of such aggressive methods for 
the trade of the foreign markets as 
this one. 

The totals for all kinds of mineral 
oil products for January, 1912, show 
exports of 125,733,469 gallons, as com- 
pared with 104,983,493 gallons in the 
same month last year. This is an in- 
crease of about 20 per cent. for the 
month and bids fair to make 1912 the 
phenomenal year in the industry, for 
there is no reason to believe that’ this 
ratio will not be increased rather than 
diminished as the season advances. 
This hypothesis is plausible, for there 
was much inclement weather in Jan- 
uary that hindered and delayed sail- 
ings. The value of the output in 





January was $7,514,684, as compared 
with $6,147,145 in the same month of 
the preceding year. The ratio of in- 
crease in money return keeps up well 
with the volume, although the ad- 
vances in oil prices last month have 
not affected the shipments here record- 
ed, which represent contracts made 
several months ago. The increased 
values will probably appear in the 
later spring returns. For the seven 
months since the beginning of the 
fiscal year the exports of all mineral oils 
have been 958,531,548 gallons, valued at 
$58,651,865, as compared with 814,916,248 
gallons in the same period last year, 
valued at $50,486,455, both showing an 
average of 6.1 cents per gallon. 

Most impressive in the record of our 
petroleum exports in the comparative 
figures is the gain in the higher varie- 
ties of refined products. The growth 
in the exports of naphthas is illustra- 
tive. During January, 1912, our exports 
amounted to _ 8,488,480 gallons, which 
is to be compared with 2,435,347 gal- 
lons in the same month of 1911. That 
the January of a year ago was a light 
month must be admitted, but had it 
been normal the present showing 
would still have recorded a substantial 
increase. The value of the shipments 
of naphthas for last month was $804,- 
511, which compares with $293,718 in the 
same month last year. And this ratio 
of growth is kept up well throughout 
the seven months’ period of the fiscal 
year. From the first of last July to the 
end of last month our exports of naph- 
thas amounted to 68,703,488 gallons, val- 
ued at $5,903,477, an average of 8.5 cents 
per gallon, which compares with 42,- 
017,097 gallons in the same period last 
year, valued at $3,669,693, an average of 
8.7 cents. It is not hard to calculate 
the immense proportions our trade in 
this line will assume if such propor- 
tion of growth is continued. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that the 
consumption of naphthas is growing 
by fast pace in every section of the 
world, but it is gratifying to note that 
it is developing no more rapidly than 
the sale of the American product. 

Exports of illuminating oils con- 
tinued to expand along with the gen- 
eral broadening of the industry. This 
is shown by a comparison of the 
seven months’ period since the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. In that period 
our foreign trade amounted to 624,158,- 
263 gallons, valued at $34,277,547, an 
average of 5.4c. per gallon. For the 
corresponding period of last year the 
exports 596,422,339 gallons, 
valued at $37,851,418, or an average of 
5.7c. In this, the most important of our 
petroleum products, it is interesting to 
note that all of the classified ports re- 
corded a substantial increase for the 
later period, with the exception of 
Philadelphia, where the exports were 
about 2,000,000 gallons below those of 
the seven months of the previous fiscal 
year, San Francisco shipped more than 
five times the quantity of illuminating 
oil for the current period than was 
previously recorded. The marked 
growth of foreign requirements of our 
illuminant product is the occasion for 
especially gratifying comment as justi- 
fying the outcome of the keen cam- 
paign that was waged during the last 
year or two for the trade of the foreign 
markets, and it is but a fair economical 
conclusion that values have lately re- 
sponded to the force of this condition. 
Treating the subject of the Jubricant 
products, there is the same opportunity 
for favorable comparisons. Last month 
our exports amounted to 16,765,672 gal- 
lons, valued at $1,874,405, while for 
January, 1911, there were shipped 12,- 
037,111 gallons, valued at $1,566,764, Dur- 
ing the seven months of the fiscal 
years ending January, 1911 and 1912, 
the comparison is all the more impres- 
sive, for in the latter period the volume 
reached 106,986,074 gallons, valued at 
$13,527,730, an average of 12.6c. per gal- 
lon, while the earlier record shows ex- 
ports of 92,892,844 gallons, with a valu- 
ation of $12,000,012, an average of 12.9c. 
Details of residuum exports are of the 
same encouraging character for the 
later months, as noted in connection 
with the more important products, The 
record shows 75,617,588 gallons, valued 
at $2,178,277, for the seven months 
ended January, 1912, and 67,413,883 gal- 
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lons, valued at $2,048,303, for the period 
of the previous year, The later aver- 
age per gallon was slightly lower, 2.8c., 
as against 3c, Exports of crude oil have 
also broadened within the more recent 
period, although not to the same pro- 
portionate extent as in the case of the 
various derivatives. Our foreign re- 
quirements of crude for the seven 
months of the fiscal year beginning 
July, 1911, attained a total of 83,106,175 
gallons, valued at $22,764,834, an aver- 
age of 3.3c. per gallon, as compared 
with 80,773,087 gallons, valued at $2,383,- 
221, an average of 2.9c. for the same 
interval of the previous year, It is 
seldom that the beginning of a calendar 
year has been marked by such 
auspicous conditions as have character- 
ized every phase of our petroleum in- 
dustry during the last few weeks. 
Practically every element of untoward 
significance has been eliminated from 
the general reckoning by the recent de- 
velopments, and with the radicat 
change in the dominating forces, th« 
outlook is indeed bright that the year 
upon which we have recently entered 
will spell a new measure of prosperity 
and progress.

THE HAGUE OPIUM CONFER- 
ENCE. 


Although the conference. of nations 
called for the purpose of considering 
ways and means to keep within legiti- 
mate bounds the international traffic 
in opium and certain other narcotics 
concluded its labors and adjourned 
January 23, the trade has been kept 
in suspense as to the conclusions 
reached by that body. The reason as- 
signed for secrecy in the matter is that 
copies of the agreement, called a con- 
vention, entered into by the attending 
representatives of the twelve nations, 
could not with propriety be given to the 
public until they had been submitted 
by the delegates to their respective 
governments. Our Washington corre- 
spondent this week reports that Dr. 
Hamilton Wright, the representative of 
the United States at the conference, 
has returned to Washington and that a 
copy of the convention has been trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of State. 
While general official publicity has not 
been given to the document, our corre- 
spondent has been able to learn the 
gist of it from those who are in close 
touch with the situation, and his pres- 
entation of the matter will no doubt be 
eagerly read by the trade generally and 
by those particularly who specialize on 
opium and its derivatives. 

Briefly, the convention provides, 
first, for the control of the production 
and distribution of raw opium; second, 
for the speedy termination of all manu- 
facture of or trading in smoking 
opium; third, for the definition of me- 
dicinal opium and certain other nar- 
cotics, and for excepting from the pro- 
visions of the convention preparations 
containing not more than a fixed maxi- 
mum percentage of the drugs; fourth, 
for special restrictions regarding trade 
with China; and, fifth, for regarding 
possession of the interdicted drugs as 
prima facie evidence of guilt. Dr. 
Wright is quoted as denying unequivo- 
eally reports which have gained some 
circulation to the effect that the other 
interested governments were not in 
sympathy with the United States in 
the latter's efforts to prepare a basis 
upon which all could unite in the great 
work before them. On the contrary, 
the governments represented at the 
conference, with one exception, have, 
since the conference of 1909, put into 
force drastic legislation intended to 
correct the very evil which is the raison 
d'etre for the international meetings. 
That exception is the United States. 
America’s weakness in the conference, 
in so far as any developed, was not the 
result of Old World opposition, but of 
inaction at home. 

While the trade in this country has 
gone on record as being in favor of 
confining sales of opium, morphine, co- 
caine and the like to those whose de- 
mands are legitimate, there is much 
difference of opinion as to the shape 
which the necessary restrictions should 
take when written in a statute. Ac- 
cordingly it is not to be supposed that 
all the trade will ever agree, even 
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among themselves, to say nothing of 
agreement with outsiders, as to the 
wording of a bill intended to accom- 
plish, as a law, the very thing which 
they agree, broadly speaking, should 
be accomplished. But those who pro- 
test against any measure introduced in 
Congress having for its object the 
curbing of the narcotic evil should keep 
in mind a most sane statement made 
by a speaker at the recent organiza- 
tion meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of Medicinal 
Preparations. This speaker said that 
it is not enough for an association to 
protest against the phraseology of a 
national anti-narcotic bill, but it, to 
gain a respectful hearing, must offer 
something better to take the place of 
that which it would tear down, 

That Congress soon will be urged to 
act decisively in the matter of curtail- 
ing illegitimate traffic in habit-forming 
drugs, through its power to regulate 
foreign and interstate commerce, seems 
assured. Many bills intended to reach 
the evil have been introduced, and in 
view of the attitude of the Hague con- 
ference as a whole, and particularly 
that of our representative in the body, 
it will soon be incumbent upon the 
United States to give evidence of its 
good faith in the matter of desiring to 
curb an evil which has grown to be a 
world-wide scandal and menace. Trade 
organizations as well as individuals 
who sincerely wish to bring about a 
betterment of the narcotic situation 
have now an opportunity to offer sub- 
stantial aid to their law-makers, but if 
there are any who would go to Wash- 
ington in the guise of friends of hu- 
manity to make suggestions ostensibly 
to aid the reform, yet really calculated 
to do it harm, they may be assured in 
advance that should they do this they 
will doubtless have the masks torn 
from their faces, for in official circles 
there are strong men who are deter- 
mined to keep the United States 
abreast of other nations, if not a little 
in advance of them in this matter 
which so vitally effects the welfare of 
mankind.

Castor Seed—Allowance for Dirt. 
The Guy G. Major Company, of Toledo, 
Ohio, claimed that in estimating the 
dutiable quantity of certain castor seed 
imported at the port of Toledo, the col- 
lector should have taken into account 
the certificate of analysis issued by the 
Incorporated Oil Seed Association of Lon- 
don, and that an allowance should be 
made in accordance therewith for non- 
oleaginous matter. The government coun- 
sel moved to exclude this paper as not 
having been proved and as hot being a 
part of the res gestae of the sale made 
to the importer. In the case of the Baker 
Castor Oil Company a similar paper was 
admitted by the board which it was 
shown by the evidence to be a part and 
parcel of the sale of the seeds to’ the im- 
porter. The testimony showed that in 
making such analysis it was the practice 
to furnish the parties concerned with a 
repert, and this report, which showed 
that the seed in question contained 4.99 
per cent. of non-oleaginous matter, was 
made the basis of the sale of the goods, 
and was, as it were, a controlling factor 
between the seller and buyer. On. this 
ground the board held it was a part of 
the res gestae of the sale and admissible 
as-such, An appeal was taken to the Court 
of Customs Appeals. There was nothing 
in that decision which justified thé board 
in the present case of admitting the paper 
in evidence or in sustaining the protest. 
‘The impurities which are ordinarily con- 
tained in merchandise do not constitute 
tare. Accordingly the protest was over- 
ruled and the decision of the collector 
affirmed. 

Nail Polishing Sticks. 

Nail polish sticks imported by Lehn & 
Fink were returned by the collector as 
toilet articles non alcoholic, and were as- 
sessed for duty at the rate of @ per cent. 
id valorem under the provision of para- 
graph 67 of the tariff act of 1909. 

It was claimed to be dutiable at the 
rate of 35 per cent, ad valorem as manu- 
factured wood, but the sworn statement 
of the examiner who passed the merchan- 
dise was to the effect that the so-called 
nail polish sticks consist of a cream 
which is used as a polish for finger nails, 


imported and passed for a number of 
years as a toilet article non-alcoholic and 
assessed for duty accordingly. The pro- 
tests accordingly were overruled. 
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The Atlantic Paint Co. of Charleston, 
S. C., will erect a warehouse shortly. 

According to a new tariff decision in 
New Zealand, oils, aniline and tolui- 
dine are admitted free.

Fire on February 18 damaged the 
oxidized oil storehouse at the plant 
of the George W. Blabon Company, oil 
cloth manufacturers, at Nicetown, 
Philadelphia, to the extent of $3,000.

The fertilizer men of Baltimore held 
a meeting Friday of last week at which 
all of the manufacturers were repre- 
sented, and adopted resolutions of re- 
gret at the death of Thomas H. Rob- 
erts, head of the Miller Fertilizer Com- 
pany, The resolutions extol the de- 
ceased as a citizen and as a business 
man, and a copy will be sent to his 
family. 

W. A. McLean, Provincial Engineer of 
Highways of Ontario, will make exper- 
iments in treating clay roads with a 
solution of tannic acid this spring, It 
has been recommended to the provin- 
cial roads department that this treat- 
ment will give a wonderfully hardened 
surface of clay, rendering it tough and 
rubbery, and a surface that will last 
well and not be readily softened by 
even persistent rainfalls. It will also 
keep Cown dust. 


More than 200 members of the Phila- 
delphia Confectioners and Ice Cream 
Manufacturers’ Association, on Mon- 
Gay evening last, attended the annual 
banquet of that organization. Jacob 
Hartmann was toastmaster, and ad- 
dresses were made by Martin Hesh, 
Charles Hoops, president of the New 
York association; Charles Plump, 
president of the New Jersey Associa- 
tion; F. C. Henry Hesse, secretary of 
the New York association, and John 
Trainor. 

Olive growers of Southern California 
will strenuously oppose the reduction 
of duty on olive oil imports into this 
country. The Olive Growers’ Associa- 
tion ot Los Angeles, Cal., has sent the 
following telegram to the California 
representatives in Congress:—-“Don’t 
permit this infant industry to be 
strangled, as it has never had adequate 
protection. Oil olives are worth to 
growers $20 per ton on trees. Average 
yield per ton is 40 gallons. The in- 
tended reduction means $8 per ton less, 
or net to growers, $12. To manufac- 
turers it means practically the entire 
profit. If the tariff is reduced it will 
compel us to discontinue raising olives.” 


John F. Belsterling, secretary and 
treasurer of Aschenbach & Miller, 
wholesale druggists of Philadelphia; 
won the handsome silver cup in the 
pinochle tournament which has been 
running for several months among the 
members of the Drug Club of Phila- 
delphia. The name of the winner was 
unnounced and the cup presented on 
Wednesday evening last, at a dinner at 
the clubhouse in which those who had 
taken part in the tournament partici- 
pated. George W. Fehr was toastmas- 
ter, and those who responded were Mr. 
Belsterling, Otto Kraus, Frank W. 
Smith, Charles H. Silvey and Theo- 
dore P. Babbitt. 


Boston advices state that contracts 
have been signed by the Fore River 
Ship Building Company, of Quincy, for 
a 4,500-ton steamer for the Union 
Sulphur Company, of New York, to 
cost about $400,000. This steamer, 
which will be named Frieda, will be 
300 feet long, forty-five feet beam and 
the contracts call for delivery within 
eleven months. Work will be com- 
menced as soon as possible. This will 
be the second ship to be built at the 
local viant, the sulphur company’s 
other, Herman Frasch, having been 
launched on December 10, 1909. The 
Frasch was the first steamer that the 
company had owned, the other having 
been leased, The Frasch, which was 
of 5,500 tons displacement, proved so 
satisfactory that it was decided to have 
another built. The ships will ply be- 
tween Texas and Phiiadelphia, New 
York, Boston and Portland. 


On the charge of selling morphine 
illegally, George R. Williams, J. Frank 
Yealey and George C. Taggart, Phila- 
delphia druggists, were arrested last 
week by the city authorities and held 
under $1,000 bail for court. ‘The de- 
fendants claim that they have com- 
plied with every regulation of the mor- 
phine law and that the only issue 
which the courts will have to pass 
upon is to define the term “respectable 
person.” They are charged with sell- 
ing the drug to denizens of the “Tender- 
loin” section of the tity, but the drug- 
gists claim that they are not qualified 
to say whether or not the applicant for 
the drug is a person of respectability 
and that they have lived up to the 
strict letter of the law in every other 
respect. The cases are attracting much 
interest for it is believed that the trial 
of them will prove conclusively the 
need of more adequate legislation along 
this line.

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Revision of Oleomargurine Bill, 
Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 

In the effort which the sub-committee 
of the Committee on Agriculture of the 
House of Representatives is making to 
perfect a measure to be reported to the 
House liberalizing the tax laws on oleo- 
Margarine, a variety of bills have been 
presented from time to time by Repre- 
sentative Lever, of South Carolina, cnair- 
man of the sub-committee, in the hope of 
perfecting a measure to the satisfaction 
ot the committee in the House. During 
the past week Mr, Lever has revised anu 
reintroduced in the House his bill relat- 
ing to the tax on oleomargarine, which is 
in amplification and_ pertection olf the 
originat burleson bill. Most of the 
changes of paragraphs made by Mr. Lever 
in the bills introduced by him on this sub- 
ject early in the session related to those 
reatures of the proposed law which are 
intended to specify the conditions under 
which oleomargarine may be sold in or- 
der to prevent substitution for butter ana 
fraud upon the public by such practices. 
These provisions are summarized in sec- 
tion 4 of the proposed bill, and the latest 
draft ot this section, as prepared by Mr. 
Lever, is as tollows:— y 

Sec. 4. That all margarin shall be put up 
by manufacturers in their manufactories in 
sepacate prints or bricks of one-quarter, one- 
half, one, two, three and five pounds, and in 
no larger or smaller subdivisions in cartons, 
metal or fiber containers; and first there shall 
be indented conspicuously upon the = sub- 
stance the word ‘‘Margarin,’’ in letters the size 
of which shall be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, Such cartons, 
metal or fiber containers shall have printed 
or branded conspicuously upon them the word 
**‘Margarin,’’ in letters which shall be not less 
than one-half inch square, and such cartons, 
metal or fiber containers shall also bear the 
name of the manufacturer, or the number of 
the manufactory and district and State in 
which it is located, together with the label 
hereinatter required by this act, and such car- 
tons, metal or fiber containers of margarin 
shall be securely sealed with a strongly ad- 
hesive cloth tape. Such cartons, metal or fiber 
containers in which such prints or bricks are 
inclosed shall be known as ‘‘manufacturers’ 
original packages.’’ Such manufacturers’ orig- 
inal packages shall then be packed by the man- 
ufacturers thereof in wooden or other contain 
ers, each containing not less than ten pounds, 
which shall likewise be marked or branded as 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall prescribe; and such packages shall be 
known as ‘‘manufacturers’ shipping pack- 
ages.”’ 

othe internal-revenue stamp or stamps shall 
be so affixed to such one-quarter, one-half, one, 
two, three and five pound ‘‘manufacturers’ 
original packages’’ as to seal them securely, 
so that such ‘‘manufacturers’ original pack- 
ages’’ may not be opened without destroying 
the stamp or stamps affixed thereto; and ali 
sales made by manufacturers of margarin shall 
be of the ‘‘manufacturers’ shipping packages’’ 
of not less than ten pounds. Retail dealers in 
margarin shall sell only the one-quarter, one- 
half, one, two, three and five pound ‘‘manu- 
facturers’ original packages,’’ to which the 
tax-paid stamps are affixed m such manner as 
to seal them securely, and in quantities of less 
than ten pounds at one time. Every person 
who knowingly sells or offers for sale or deliv- 
ers or offers to deliver any margarin in any 
other form than in the packages above de- 
seribed, or who packs in any package any mar- 
garin in any manner contrary to law, or who 
falsely brands any packages or affixes a stamp 
on any package denoting a less amount of tax 
than that required by law shall be fined for 
each offense not more than $2,000 or be im- 
prisoned not more than two years, or both: 
Provided, that nothing in this section contained 
shall apply to margarin manufactured and re- 
moved for export. 
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Thymol Classification Case Re- 


versed, 

CUSTOMS COURT HOLDS THAT IMPORT- 
ERS, NATIONAL ANILINE AND CHEM- 
ICAL COMPANY, DID NOT OFFER SUF- 
FICIENT EVIDENCE AS TO CHARAC- 
TER OF THE DRUG—PERMISSION 
GIVEN TO REOPEN THE CASE. 

Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 
The United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals, in a decision by Judge Barber, has 
reversed the judgment of the Board of 

General Appraisers in a case arising upon 

an importation of thymol, a chemical 


compound, he case was brought in the 
Court of Customs Appeals by the gov- 
ernment against the importers, the Na- 
tional Anitine and Chemical Company. 
The merchandise, thymol, was entered 
at the port of New York in October, 1909, 
and duty was assessed at 55 cents a pound 
under paragraph 3 of the existing tariff 
law “as a chemical compound in the prep- 
aration of which alcohol had been used.” 
The importers protested against this as- 
sessment, claiming that the ‘“‘tthymol was 
dutiable under the same paragraph at 25 
per cent. ad valorein as a chemical com- 
pound in the preparation of which alcohol 
was not used,” and this was the sole 
question raised before the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers. 

In the trial of the case before the Board 
of General Appraisers, the United States 
Government offered no evidence and the 
prctest of the importers was sustained, 
and the case came up to the Court of 
Customs Appeals on appeal by the gov- 
ernment for a review of the signe ques- 
tion as “to whether the importers have 
produced evidence sufficient to overcome 
the legal presumption existing in such 
eases that the collector’s classification 
was correct.” 

It is noted in the present decision that 
one part of the evidence admitted before 
the Board of General Appraisers was a 
certificate under date of October, 1909, at 
Hamoburg-Billwarder,- which certificate 
states over a signature that ‘“‘we herewith 
beg to certify at your request that no al- 
cohol whatever is used by us in manu- 
facturing our product thymol.” This cer- 
tificate bore acknowledgment before the 
United States Consul General at Ham- 
burg, and the document had been at- 
tached to the consular invoice and for- 
warded to the board pursuant to the 
stetutory requirement. 

Judge Barber in the present decision 


states that the purpose for which the ex- 
nibit was offered “dues not appear to 
huve been stated at the hearing below, 
but in this court it is in effect claimed to 
have a legitimate tendency to prove that 
no alcohol was used in the preparation of 
tuymol.’’ ‘The government objected to 
this evidence when it was presented be- 
tore the board on the ground that it was 
un ex parte declaration not taken at any 
hearing at which the government was af- 
torded the opportunity of cross-examina- 
tion, etc. In the present case the import- 
ers gave as reasons for presenting this 
evidence that it had beea admitted by the 
Board of General Appraisers, and that all 
evidence taken before the board is de- 
clarea to be competent evidence in the 
Court ot Customs Appeals on appeal 
cases; also that the certificate is the dec- 
laration made by a foreigner before a 
consul ot the United States regarding 
the interest of an American citizen, and 
is, therefore, to be reveived in evidence 
in all courts of the United States, 


In an elaborate review of the case, in- 
cluding the decisions of the courts in 
similar cases heretofore brought in which 
questions of evidence have had important 
pearing, Judge Barber in the present case 
examines critically into the questions of 
whether the certificate accompanying this 
importation of thymol was entitled to 
weight as evidence in view of the fact 
that there is no evidence accompanying 
the certificate to show that the maker of 
it was the manufacturer of the thymol in 
question, or that the certificate was ad- 
dressed to the importer. Careful attention 
is given by the Judge in the decision to 
a great variety of opinions of the courts 
and the text writers on the admissibility 
or weight of evidence under different cir- 
sumstances, and in closing the case re- 
viewing the points raised by the govern- 
ment and by the importer, Judge Barber 
in this decision says:— 


An examination, however, of the exhibit (the 
certificate) discloses that of itself it does not 
show that the merchandise ‘in this case was 
made by or procured from Anton Deppe Sohne. 
It is not even addressed to the importers in 
this case; there is nothing about it to show 
that it has any connection with the case at 
bar, except that it is attached to the consular 
invoice, and whether it was designed to be at- 
tached thereto or to some other invoice does 
not appear except by inference, and the record 
in the case is equally silent in all these re- 
spects. Assuming without deciding that ex- 
hibit 1 is made admissible in evidence by vir- 
tue of the statute above referred to we hold 
that it does not overcome the presumption of 
the correctness of the collector’s classification. 

It cannot well be claimed that this exhibit 
is of greater probative value than a statement, 
if one was made, in the invoice itself to the 
effect that alcohol was not used in the prep- 
aration of the thymol, and it is manifest that 
such a statement in no wise corroborated 
would be insufficient to impeach the correct- 
ness of the collector’s classification. 


The importers also subject to the objection 
of the government, concerning which error 1s 
alleged here, introduced testimony to the effect 
that the thymol covered by this invoice was 
in ten cases, that the entire purchase covered 
twenty cases, of which ten were imported 
about a month or six weeks after the im- 
portation at bar, which later importation was 
classified as a chemical compound in the prep- 
aration of which alcohol was not used, and 
that in 1910 they imported shipments of thymo! 
made at the same factory as the merchandise 
at bar which was also classified in the same 
manner as the importation last above referred 
to. The importers claim that this evidence 
tends also to sustain their contention here. We 
think it does not, and that it ought not to have 
been admitted by the hoard. 

As to the importation made in 1910 there is 
no evidence of record whether alcohdl was or 
was not used in its preparation, therefore its 
classification could not in any event be rele- 
vant here. As to the ten cases which were 
& part of the original purchase in the case at 
bar and subsequently imported, the most that 
can be claimed from its assessment as a non- 
alcoholic chemical compound is that either in 
the classification thereof or in the classifica- 
tion of the ten cases involved here the collector 
made a mistake, but in which case the mistake 
was made we are not required to decide. 


The only question here is whether the im- 
porters produced before the board sufficient evi- 
dence to overcome the presumption which the 
law makes that the collector has correctly 
classified the importation. No evidence other 
than that we have above considered was of- 
fered for that purpose. In view of what we 
have already said we hold that the evidence 
offered before the board was not sufficient to 
sustain the importer’s protest. 


There is, however, a motion that this case 
be remanded to the Board of General Ap- 
praisers for the purpose of taking further evi- 
dence in the event the decision of the board 
is not affirmed, and a request to that effect 
is embodied in the printed brief. It is urged 
that the impofters had a right to understand 
that their offered evidence having been re- 
ceived and considered by the board justified 
them in assuming that they had made out a 
prima facie case and sufficient to overcome the 
classification of the collector, especially in view 
of the fact that the government introduced no 
evidence. In other words, that they have been 
lulled into a false sense of security by the 
error of the board. 


The general rule applicable to this question 
is broadly stated to be that ‘‘whenever it ap- 
pears to be necessary for the purposes of jus- 
tice, the appellate court will remand for such 
further proceedings as the circumstances of the 
particular case may. require.’’ It seems to us 
that this case merits the application of this 
rule, and, therefore, the judgment of the Board 
of General Appraisers is reversed and the 
cause remanded for new trial agreeably to the 
views herein compressed.

New York Bill Prohibiting White 


Phosphorus Match. 


Albany, Feb. 19, 1912. 
Assemblyman Shlivek, of New York, 
hes introduced a bill to put the poison- 
ous phosphorus match out of business. 
His bill reads as follows:— 


Any person, firm or corporation, who manu- 
factures or who shall knowingly sell, offer or 
expose for sale or give away any matches in 
whose manufacture white phosphorus has been 
used, is punishable by imprisonment in a peni- 
tentiary or State prison for not more than 
three years, or by fine of not more than $1,000, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment, 

For the purposes of this section the expres- 
sion ‘‘white phosphorus’ shall be understood 
to mean the common poisonous white or yellow 
phosphorus used in the manufacture of 
matches, and not to include the non-poisonous 
forms or the non-poisonous compounds of white 
or yellow phosphorus.

The 
out-of-town gests stood in line with Mr 
Taylor and helped him receive his busi- 
ness friends; there were no ladies pres- 
ent. 

Besides a vast number of beautiful 
gifts, Mr. Taylor recéived two loving 
cups, one from the wholesale druggists 
of Richmond and the other from the 
Vaughan-Robertson Drug Company. 
These were presented to Mr. Taylor at 
his office during the afternoon. A silver 
vase, the gift of the employes of the 
Powers-Taylor Drug Company, was pre- 
sented at the reception. All of the gifts 
were suitably engraved. 

Mr. Taylor’s home was decorated most 
beautifully with flowers, which were sent 
to him by friends. Great jars of roses. 
baskets of jonquils, azaleas and tulips 
decorated the entire house. 

Mr. Taylor commenced his business 
career in 1862 when he accepted a _ posi- 
tion with Dove & Company, wholesale 
and retail druggists of Richmond, Va. So 
closely did he apply himself to the busi- 
ness that in six months he practically 
had charge of it. When the city of 
Richmond was destroyed by fire on the 
8d of April, 1865. the store of Dove & 
Company was among the buildings de- 
stroyel. Mr. Tavlor then accepted a no- 
sition with R. W. Powers, who was con- 
ducting a wholesale and retail drug busi- 
ness in Richmond, and in 1872 he was ad- 
mitted into partnership, the firm becom- 
ing R. W. Powers & Co. In 189 the 
business was incorporated under the 
name of the Powers-Tavylor Drug Com- 
pany, Mr. Taylor hecoming vice-president. 
After the death cf Mr. Powers, Mr. Tay- 
lor was elected president of the corpora- 
tion, which office he still holds.

Denver, Colo., in October, 1907, Mr. Tavler 
was elected president and in that eana- 
citv he presided over the thirtv-fourth an- 
nual convention, which was held the fol- 
lowing year at Atlantic Citv, N. J. 

In his home citv Mr. Tavlor has alwave 
heen a- prominent ficure. We has served 
as director in charge and president of the 
Virginian Hospital and as a member of the 
Roard of Directors of the Tiniversitv Col- 
legwe of Medicine: he has served as a mem- 
her of the Roard of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce: he was president 
ef the Voung Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. ond is regarded as one of Rich- 
mond’s foremost business men. No one 
ean know Mr. Tavlor very long withont 
forming an affection for him, ond his 
hosts of friends in the drug and allied 
trodes join with the O'1, Paint and Drne 
Reporter in congratulating him and wish- 
ine him good health and continued pros- 
nerity.

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Maryland Fertilizer Law. 

NEW LAW PROPOSED WHICtT REOTIRES 
RIGID ANALYSTS OF ALT. FERTILIZERS 
AND FERTILIZER MATERTAT. USED IN 
MANUFACTURE OF FRRTILIZERS. 

Baltimore, Feb. 21, 1912. 

A, bill has been introduced in the Mary- 
land Legislature which throws a number 
of restrictions around the sale of fertil- 
izers in the State, the measure having 
been drafted after various conferences 
with experienced fertilizer men, and with 
influential representatives of the farmers’ 
interests. The measure in its present 
shape meets the views of the fertilizer 
manufacturers of Baltfmore as well as of 
other portions of the State, and, it is 
thought, will go through with few unim- 
portant changes. The more important 
rrovisions of the measure are as fol- 
lows:— 


Section 1, That the term ‘‘fertilizer,’’ as 
used in this act. shall be held to mean any 
commercial fertilizer or any article, substance 
or mixture sold, offered or exposed for sale 
for manurial purposes within the State of 
which the selling price shall be more than 
$8 ner ton of 2,000 pounds, but shall not in- 
clude ground gypsum, lime or the dung of do- 
mestiec animals when sold as such, and not 
mixed with other fertilizers. The term ‘State 
chemist’? shall mean the professor in charge 
of the Chemical Department of the Maryland 
Agricultural Collegwe, who shall be ex officio 
State Chemist. The term ‘‘brand’’ shall be 
held to mean the name under which the fer- 
tilizer is’ sold, together with the statement of 
the percentace of the valuable ingredients con- 
tained therein 

Section 2. Before any fertilizer is sold, of- 
fered or exposed for sale within the State the 
following conditions must be complied with:— 
(a) The importer, manufacturer, manipulator, 
dealer or agent shall register with the State 
Chemist the brand of fertilizers contemplated 
to be sold, and pay for such registration a fee 
of $1 per brand, and shall further pav a 
license fee of $10 for each brand of fertilizer 
registered, and at the close of the fiscal year 
shall file a statement with the Agricultural 
Department. made under oath in due form of 
law. as to the total number of tons of mixed 
fertilizer sold in this State. and shall pay 
thereon 10 cents a ton, deducting the total 
amount of the license fees paid in the regia- 
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tration of the brands of fertilizers, as already 
provided for in this section, and no other li- 
cense shal! be required to sell fertilizer in this 
State (b) Every barrel, bag or package of 
fertilizer and every parcel or lot, if sold in 
bz must bear in legible print or be accom- 
panied by a clear and true statement showing 
the net pounds in the package or lot, the name, 
brand or trade-mark under which the fertil- 
izer is sold, the name and address of the 
manufacturer, importer or manipulator, the 
place of manufacture or manipulation and the 
chemical analysis stating the percentage of the 
minimum, and only the minimum, contained 
therein of nitrogen in an available form, or 
its equivalent in ammonia, of potash soluble 
in distilled water, and of available phosphoric 
acid, In lieu of the available phosphoric acid 
and soluble phosphoric acid the reverted phos- 
phoric acid may be given, It shall be lawful 
to state the maximum percentage of chlorine 
and the minimum of insoluble phosphoric acid. 











In case of unacidulated bone, tankage, fish or 
other animal or vegetable matter used as fer- 
tilizer, it shall be lawful to guarantee the 


phosrhoric acid as total phosphoric acid, but 
it shell be unlawful to include the same con- 
stituents more than once in the guaranteed 
alysis of any fertilizer, either in the same 
form or in a different form of combination. 
Section 3. Any failure to comply with any 
of the conditions of section 2 of this act shall 
be punishable by a fine of $100 for the first 
offense and $200 for each subsequent offense. 
Section 4. It shall be unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale:—(a) Any acid phosphate or dis- 
solved rock containing less than 14 per cent. 
of available rhosphoric acid unless the same 
be plainiy marked ‘‘low grade,’’ and when so 
marked, may be sold if not below 12 per cent. 
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of available phesphoric acid. (b) Any phos- 
phate and potash with less than 2 per cent. 
of potash and with less than 12 per cent. of 
potash and available phosphoric acid com- 
bined. (c) Any ammoniated fertilizer with 
less than 1 per cent. of potash, if potash is 
claimed to be present, and less than 10 per 
cent. of ammonia, potash and phosphoric acid 
combined Any failure to comply with any of 
the provisions of this section shall be punish- 
able by a fine of $25 for the first offense and 
$100 for each subsequent offense. 

Section 5, It shall be the duty of the Mary- 
land Agricultura! College to analyze without 
cost or charge all samples of fertilizer sent to 
it for the purpose of being analyzed by any 
person or persons procuring the same in this 
State for his own or their use; provided such 
persons are noi interested in the analysis de- 
sired other than as a consumer, of which cer- 
tificates shall be made and shall accompany 
said sample or brand: and further, it shall be 
the duty of the Maryland Agricultural College 
to procure samples, as far as practicable, in 
every year of all fertliizers sold and used in 
this State for the purpose of analyzing them, 
and any duly authorized agent or representa- 
tive of the college shall have the right to 
take samples from any lot or parcel of fertil- 
izer In transit or in possession and keeping 
of any manufacturer, manipulator, dealer, 
agent or consumer for use in this State. 

The result of the analysis is to be sent 
to the person from whom the sample was 
taken or received, and the results shail 
also be published from time to time. The 
reports and the publications shall state the 
approximate commercial value in dollars 
and cents of the fertilizer so analyzed per 
ton f 2,000 pounds, such value to he 
Sonal upon the analysis made at the 
college, and upon a standard of valuation 
to be ascertained, fixed and published by 
the college annually. after conference 
with the proper officials of adjacent 
States. 

All samples for analysis at the college 
ure to be taken from unbroken packages 
cr bags that have not been damaged or 
injured in transit or by exposure within 
thirty days after coming into the _ pos- 
session of the purchaser, provided he is 
not a manufacturer, manipulator or agent 
of either. The college is to make return 
within thirty days of the results of the 
analysis, but no one interested in the 
matter is to have any communication 
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with the college as to the analysis, nor 
shall the college furnish any information 
until after a report of the anaylsis ha 

been supplied to the sender of the sampl 

Samples shall be drawn from at least 5 
per cent. of the bags purchased, thor- 
oughly mixed and forwarded in a sealed 
vessel properly marked and accompanied 
by a full statement, forms for which are 
to be provided free of charge, the penalty 
for fraudulent representations in regard 
to samples being a fine of $100 for the 
first offense and of $200 for every subse- 
quent infraction. 

Adulterations or the use of trade-marks 
belonging to another manufacturer con- 
stitute misdemeanors punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $200 or six months in jail, 
or by fine and imprisonment, at the dis- 
cretion of the court. The sale of goods 
without tags or the use of tags a second 
time, or the removal or transportation 
of such goods are also to be treated as 
misdemeanors, for which the penalty is 
not less than $25 nor more than $100 for 
each offense. 

The act will not apply to substances 
and materials sold in bulk to manufactur- 
ers and manipulators of fertilizers, when 
st-ch substances are subsequently sold, nor 
shall it be required to register with the 
State chemist any formula mixed after 
the formula furnished by a customer, but 
all such packages must be plainly marked 
or tagged with the words ‘‘mixed to or- 
der,"” and accompanied by a statement 
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giving the guaranteed analysis, and in all 
other particulars conform to the act, 

The act is to become effective on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1913. 
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Tremendous Growth of Cotton Oil 
Industry. 


Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 

In statistics prepared by the experts of 
the Department of Commerce regarding 
cottonseed cil exports from the United 
States it appears that for the full year 
ending December 31 last the largest 
valuation of cottonseed oil exports in the 
recent history of the trade was recorded. 
The value ef those exports amounted to 
$21,839,157, and the magnitude of this trade 
and its growth is shown since 1885, when 
the exports of the cottonseed oil amount- 
ed to only about $2,500,000 worth. 

The statisticians in surveying this trade, 
which resulted in 1911 to exports of 322,- 
527,042 pounds of cottonseed oil, the larg- 
est quantity exported since 1905, and by 
far the largest valuation of such exports, 
report as follows with reference to the 
development of the industry, the for- 
cign markets therefor, and the uses to 
which cottonseed oil is put in the trade 
of the country:— 

The growing importance of cottonseed 
oil as a factor in international traffic as 
well as in domestic coasumption is illus- 
trated by the fact that the Bureau of 
Statistics has recently added that article 
to its monthly ‘‘Advance Bulletin,” show- 
ing exports of leading articles of domestic 
production and now including cottonseed 
oil, mineral oils, meats and food ahimals. 
The bureau’s figures show larger value 
of cottonseed oi] exported in 1911 than 









in any earlier calendar year in the 
history of the trade, the value of these 
exportations in the year énding December 

1, 1911, being $21,839,157, against a little 
over $2,500,000 in 1885, $6,500,000 in 1895, $15,- 
500,000 in 1905, and $19,813,823 in 1908, the 
former high record year in exports of this 
article. For the month of January alone 
the value of the exports is nearly $4,000,- 
000, suggesting a still further increase in 
the total for the current year. The value 
of cottonseed oil exported from the United 
States during the decade is considerably 
more than $150,000,000 

The development of the cottonseed oil 
industry in the United States has been 
phenomenal. The total value of the prod- 
uct of cottonseed oil and of the oil cake 
and oil cake meal resulting from. its 
manufacture was, according to the census 
of 1880, $4,500,000; 1890, about $20,000.000: 
190, $42,000,000, and 1910, $125,000.000 of 
crude cottonseed oil only, the production 
increased from 54,666,000 pounds in 1880 to 
308,000,000 in 1890, 724,000,000 in 1990 and 
1.260,000.000 in 1910. That a growing propor- 
tion of the enlarged production is con- 
sumed in the TUlnited States is evident 
from the fact that 82 per cent. of the 
total output was retained for home con- 
sumption in 1910, against 49 per cent. a 
decade earlier. 

Europe offers the largest market for 
the cottonseed oil exported from the 
T’nited States, the princinol countries of 
destination heing the Netherlands, the 
I'nited Kinedom, Italv. France and Ger- 
manv in Europe. and Mexico and Canada 
in North America. To the Netherlands 
last vear'’s exports aggregates. 61,000,000 
pounds, or 2 ner cent. of the total; to 
the United Kingdom 58,500,000 or 18 per 
cent.; to Ttaly. 33.225.000. or about 10 per 
cent.; to Mexico, 28,500,000. or 9 per cent.; 
to France, 21.000.000, or 6% per cent.; to 
Germany. 15.500.000. or 4% per cent., and 
to Canada, 13,000.000 pounds, or 4 per cent. 
of the total exports during the calendar 
year. 

The. increased consumption of cotton- 
seed oil in the United States.as well as 
the largest exportations to foreign coun- 
tries is largely the result of the rapid 
extension of the industrial and other uses 
to which it is applied both in this and 
other countries. Cottonseed oil, which 
has now come to be recognized as a 
chean yet wholesome article of food, is 
largely used in the manufacture of lard 
compounds, butterine and other substi- 
tntes for butter. in the nacking and pre- 
serving of fish. in making salad oils, and 
in the manvfacture of the so-called olive 
oll of commerce. The crude oil is 
valuable as soan stock, vielding, when 
treated with certain alkalies, soan, wash- 
ine nowder glycerine. ete. Among its 
miscellaneous annvlications may be men- 
tioned its use in medicine, in the prep- 
aration of cosmetics, liniments and emul- 
sions. in mines as an illuminating oil for 
miners’ lamps. for temnering edged tools. 
for mixing with putty and for rough 
paintine. 

The following table. nrenared hy the 
3ureau of Statistics. Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. shows the quantity and 
value of cottonseed oil exported from the 
T'nited States at quinquennial years, 
from 1885 te 1910. and in the year 1911. 
The average export value has ranged 
from about 4 cents to 7% per pound. 
dronning to less than-4 cents per pound 
in 1895 and 1905:—

This protracted coldness has 
interrupted building and now the ad- 
vent or good weatner is expected to 
cause a rush Of building in the vast 
urea which has been affected, and from 
this source a large outlet for painting 
materials is looked for, Spring re- 
quirements are not strong as yet and 
the present state of the market is 
quiet, with prices unchanged for tne 
most part. Pig lead remains at the 
low figures reached lately, but white 
lead, red lead, litharge and orange 
mineral remain at unaltered figures. 
Zines are very firm, with the spelter 
market liable to jump to higher fig- 
ures at any time.

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Opium Agreement at the Hague, 
THE AGREEMENT SIGNED 

POWERS AT THE HAGUE 
CONFERENCE THE VARIOUS NA- 

oe TIONS ARE NOW EXPECTED TO 
“ADOPT LAWS PUTTING THE AGREE- 
MENT INTO EFFECT. 


SYNOPSIS OF 
BY THE 
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Washington, Feb. 1912. 

As a result of the convention concluded 
at The Hague by the parties to the con- 
ference of nations intended to put a stop 
to injurious international traffic in opium 
and other habit-forming drugs, it is the 
opinion of the friends of the movement 
which culminated in the convention, that 
the steps will immediately be taken to 
bring about the passage of the bills pend- 
ing in Congress to carry out thig policy, 
so far as the United States is concerned, 
which will result in success at an early 
date. ‘These bills, introduced in the spe- 
cial session of Congress by Senator Cul- 
lom, are soon to be taken up and actively 
urged by the friends of the movement. 

The convention, which has already been 
signed by a half dozen of the leading 
commercial nations, including the United 
States, was made public by the opium 
conference at The Hague by publication 
in a Dutch newspaper. The copy signed 
on behalf of the United States has been 
transmitted to the Department of State, 
but only a brief summary of the conven- 
tion has been made public under the au- 
thority of the department, and it is only 
from friends of the movement who have 
kept advised as to the work at the opium 
conference that further details are ob- 
ti.irable. 





Dr. Hamilton Wright, who represented 
the United States at The Hague confer- 
ence, has returned to Washington and 
will be actively at work in efforts to se- 
cure legislation in Congress along the 
lines of the Cullom bills, to carry into 
effect the terms of the convention. It is 


understoed that at least thirty-six nations 
are expected to sign the convention, and 
copies ef the document have been trans- 
mitted to those governments for their 
signatures, 

In the belief that not only Congress, but 
all the trades, including manufacturers, 
wholesale and retail dealers in drugs, will 
be interested in knowing the material de- 
tails of the convention signed by the pow- 
ers as a result of The Hague conference, 
most of these details are given herewith 
upon the authority of friends of the 
movement who have followed it carefully 
and who are familiar with what is de- 
sired to be known, not only by the trade, 
but by the legislators, in order to bring 
about a thorough understanding and suc- 
cessfully final result. 

The convention as a whole ought to be 
extremely satisfactory to the American 
people in that it will secure finally the 
suppression of the illicit and unnecessary 
production and traffic in opium, morphine 
and cocaine, It ought to satisfy the trade 
interests, because it protects them so far 
as the legitimate production and traffic 
in the drugs dealt with in the convention 
is concerned. In spite of much opposi- 
tion on the part of the trade interests all 
over the world to the idea of the inter- 
national conference, and by the trade in- 
terests in the United States, to the neces- 
sary national legislation which has been 
before Congress for the last three years, 
it can be said that the result of the con- 
ference and the result of the proposed 
legislation will protect the interests of 
those legitimately concerned in the pro- 
duction of and traffic in opium, morphine, 
cocaine, etc. This is shown by the steady 
rise in the value of opium since the ad- 





+ journment of the international opium 
commission, which met in Shanghai in 
February, 1999, and by the increase in 


the price of opium which occurred on the 
adjovrnment of The Hague conference on 
January 23 last.. That is, although the 
work of the American Government to 
Lring to an end the illicit national and in- 


ternational traffic in opium will no doubt 
result in a cuftailment of output, the 
legitimate interests will be protected by 
the enhanced value of the legitimate 
product. 

As to the convention itself, it is com- 
posed of six chapters, the first dealing 
with raw opium. This form of the drug 
was defined by the conference on prac- 


tical lines, rather than on theoretical, and 
is covered by chapter one of the conven- 
tion, which provides that the contracting 
gzovernments shall take the necessary 
measures to control the production and 
distribution of raw opium, that they shail 
limit the number of ports, places and lo- 
calities from which such opium shall be 
exported or at which received. Both these 
principles are embodied in legislation and 
the reeulations issued bv virtue of such 
legis'ation, or in proposed legislation now 
before Congress. Chapter I also provides 
that there shall be no exportation of raw 
cpium to countries prohibiting its entry, 
or to countries regulating its entry unless 
the shipper conferms to the regulations 
of regulating countries. This may be said 
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to be a new principle in international 
law, ane the American delegates in carry- 
ing through this principle at the confer- 
ence had in mind that part of the na- 
tional Pure Food and Drigs Jaw which 
imposes the same penalties on shippers 
of misbranded and adulterated foods and 
arugs in international commerce as In In- 
terstate commerce. It was recognized by 
all the delegates in the conference that 
this principle, applying in this case to 
epium, would be invoked by future con- 
ferences to apply to any commodity in in- 
ternational transit. Another important 
point in chapter I’ is that all raw opium 
in internaticnal transit above the amount 
of 5 kilograms must bear a special mark 
of identification, and that there should be 
no export or importation of the drug ex- 
cept by persons autherized or licensed by 
the government, 

Chapter If deals with prepared opium, 
or what is known in the United States 
as smoking opium. A practical definition 
of this form of opium is given, and the 
Powers universally agreed that the man- 


ufacture, distribution and use of this 
form of opium shall come to an end as 
speedily as possible. In the meantime, 


they have agreed not to export or permit 
the importation of this form of the drug. 
It will be recognized at once that chapter 
Il in regard to smoking opium conforms 
to the principles embodied in the United 
States opium exclusion act drafted by Dr. 
Hamilton Wright, approved February 3 
1909. 

Chapter IIT deals with medicinal opium 
and a definition thereof is given, and is 
important. It fixes finally the principle 
that medicinal opium is raw opium which 
contains not less than 10 per cent. of mor- 
phine, thus conforming to the traff law 
of the United States which permits the 
importation only of opium containing not 
less than 9 per cent. of morphine; also 
confirming the definition of medicinal 
contained in the international 


opium as ; 4 
convention of 196, which defines medi- 
cinal opium as opium powdered at 60 


degrees C., and containing not less than 
10 per cent. of morphine. ¥ 

Morphine, cocaine and heroin are also 
defined and the same principles are ap- 
plied to the international traffic in these 
drugs as are applied by chapter I to 
raw opium, with the proviso that the 
rules shall not be applied to medicinal 
preparations official and non-official which 
contain less than 0.2 per cent. of mor- 
phine and 0.1 per cent. of cocaine and 
heroin, ; 

Chapter IV concerns the relations of 
the Western powers with China in regard 
to her importation of opium, morphine and 
cocaine, and confirms the concessions 
made to China in the agreement of May 
8 1911, by the British Government in re- 
gard to the Indo-Chinese opium trade, 
and the concessions made to China by 
the treaty powers in regard to the mor- 
phine and cocaine trade. The contents of 
this chapter are a striking vindication of 
the attitude of the United States Govern- 
ment since its first treaty with China, in 
1842, by which American citizens were 
forbidden to carry opium to China. 

In chapter V the powers pledge them- 
selves to regard the possession of any 
of the drugs named in the convention by 
non-authorized persons as_ evidence of 
guilt; thus conforming: to the penal sec- 
tion of the American Opium, Exclusion 
Act of February 9, 1909. 

The convention was signed by the 
twelve powers represented without re- 
serve, and it may be said to represent not 
only the enlightened public opinion of the 
American people, but the enlightened 
people of all the governments represented. 

It has been stated and may be stated 
again that there was a lack of sympathy 
on the part of the interested governments 
in the effort of the United States to bring 
the old troublesome opium problem to a 
Hamilton 


safe and sane conclusion. Dr. 
Wright, who has been in charge of the 
work on behalf of the American Gov- 


ernment, emphatically denies this and will 
continue to deny it. In the conference 
recently adjourned the opinion was uni- 
versal that the unnecessary production 
and traffic in habit-forming drugs should 
cease, and the only difference of opinion 
was as to the most practical means to 
bring such production and traffic to an 
immediate end. The conference as a 
whole accepted the fundamental prin- 
ciples outlined above, and it may be said 
that since the adjournment of the In- 
ternational Opium Commission of 1909, 
every government revresented at the con- 
ference, except the United States, has put 
in force drastic legislation in anticipation 
of what the International Opium Confer- 
ence would decide. If the American dele- 
gation was in any weak position at the 
conference it was due entirely to the 
fact that because of the opposition of the 
trade interests it was impossible for the 
Coneress to enact necessary legislation 
which has heen reveatedly urged bv Pres- 
ident Taft and has the strong support 
of former President Roosevelt, who origi- 
nated the international opium movement, 
and the strong support of the leading 
members of Congress, it is now hoped 
the proposed legislation will receive the 
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Manufacture of Chemical Colors 
with Coal Tar Derivatives. 


(Concluded.) 

When nearly forty years ago the first 
aticmpts were made to produce lake pig- 
ments from the insoluble azo dyes, it was 
hardly expected that these would make 
such remarkable progress and attain such 
high position in color manufacture as 
they occupy to-day. As a matter of fact, 
the industries, such as printing ink manu- 
facturers, wall paper manufacturers and 
oil cloth makers, as well as color grind- 
ers, would be at a loss what to turn to 
without these to-day in the line of fairly 
fast, yet comparatively moderate priced 
red pigments. Of late years it has not 
been the rule, but rather the exception, 
when the industries named had occasion 
to complain about being unable to obtain 
fast reds in any shade or hue, and if so 
it was due to their own negligence in not 
keeping themselves wetl informed as to 
the progress made in the manufacture of 
these pigments. 

Of course, when we speak of a lake pig- 
ment as being fast, we mean that it is as 
fast to light as may be reasonably ex- 
pected, while durability or wearing prop- 
erty depends upon its being provided with 
the right sort of binder, when applied to 
surface, be it paper, oilcloth, wood or 
metal, conditionally, also, that the color 
is so well washed and freed from any 
substance that it may not react on such 
binder. 

The Para red group of red pigments, 
it is well known, is by far the most im- 
portant of the line to-day, inasmuch as 
it has supplanted mercury’ vermilion, 
American vermilion (chrome red), eosine 
vermilion and other aniline reds general- 
ly, while other insoluble azo dyestuffs 
lately developed have given us. still 
brighter fast reds than are obtained with 
the so-called Para red toners, 

When twenty years since Para red was 
first introduced in this country by the 
importers of dyestuffs, it was found to 
require a mineral base, such as barytes 
or blane fixe to make it workable as an 
oil color, while for printing ink for red 
posters, aluming, hydrate and barytes was 
the proper base, which also applies to wall 
paper printing. The German and English 
exporters at that time had not then de- 
cided to sell the diazotized paranitraniline 
in paste form, but supplied in the dry 
form a yellow powder, and it was for the 
color maker to make his own diazo solu- 
tion, a rather complex manipulation or 
process for which not every establishment 
was equipped. Before giving any formu- 
las we shall outline the general process 
of producing the red from the two pow- 
ders that are required. When a base, no 
matter what it may be—barytes, blanc 
fixe, china clay, whiting, terra alba, 
orange mineral, red lead or zine oxide— 
is to be used (or any other pigment ex- 
cept iron or other metallic oxides or 
white lead compounds), the _ requisite 
quantity is placed in the striking tub with 
plenty of cold water, In the dissolving 


vat 3 parts of weight of beta naphtol, a 
grayish white powder, and 1 part by 
weight of caustic soda are dissolved in 


warm water and the resulting brown so- 
lution run into the striking tub and thor- 
oughly mixed with the base. 


In the meantime in another vat with a 
stirring device the paranitrariline is pre- 
pared by pulping it through a fine sieve in 
plenty of water and then keeping it in mo- 
tion. Then add nitrite of soda in cold 
water (not over 50 deg. F.). 1 part of ni- 
trite to 2 parts paranitraniline by weight. 
then hydrochloric acid of 18 deg. Bé., 2 
parts by weight of the acid to 1 part by 
weight of the paranitraniline used, and 
keep stirring until the mixture becomes 
clear and there is no longer any odor of 
nitrous acid from the solution. It may 
be necessary to use an excess of hydro- 
chloric acid, which would he objectionable 
if the color were to be sold in pulp, hence 
a little aeetate of soda should be added 
to neutralize the acid before running the 
d‘9zo‘ized naranitraniline solution into the 
striking tub with the base and the beta 
naphtol solution. This is being done slow- 
Iv. while still stirring, and in a short time 
the red color will have developed which, 
after washing out the impurities, especial- 
ly the alkali, pressing, drying and erind- 
ing, the color is ready for the market and 
has only the fault of solubility in oil or 
varnish. which, under certain conditions, 
causes.it to bleed through white or deli- 
eate vellows, especially when applied to 
dry fiat. However, this fault has largely 
been overcome eof late by some of the 
diazotized reds in paste form, with which 
we shall deal later on. 
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The most successful formula for a Para 
red that has been in use for over seven- 
teen years is as follows:—To produce 100 
pounds dry red, containing on analysis 
2 per cent. coloring matter and 80 per 
cent. barium sulphate—80 pounds blanc 
fixe or barytes, as the case maybe, 12 
pounds caustic soda, 8 pounds paranitrani- 
line in dry powder, 4 pounds nitrite of 
soda and 16 pounds hydrochloric acid 
of 10 deg. Bé. ice sufficient to lower tem- 
perature of water when required to & 



















































































































deg. F, When blanc fixe is used as base 
the resulting red pigment will be of 
lighter shade and more bulky. As Para 


reds are very poor driers, the addition of 
1) or iz per cent, of red lead or orange 
mineral on grinding in oil will assist the 
drying of the color, thus avoiding the ne- 
cessity of using great quantities of liquid 
driers, 

Another formula for a Para red that has 
met with success under a fancy name as 
an oil color for painters as well as a color 
in japan for carriage and automobile 
painting, is based on the following com- 
position:—Fifty pounds barytes, 35 pounds 
English cliffstone paris white, 9 pounds 
beta naphtol, 3 pounds caustic soda, 6 
pounds paranitraniline, 3 pounds nitrite of 
soda, 12 pounds hydrechloric acid of 18 
deg. Bé. 

The cheap grades of Para reds for im- 
plement manufacturers and other indus- 
tries where first cost is considered before 
quality are mestly made to contain not 
over & per cent. of color, balance being a 
secon! grade of naiurul tarytes. Some 
samples tested by the writer have shown 
as much as 9 per cent. barium sulphate 
and impurities with only 4 per cent. color- 
ing matter, 

A formula for meeting the requirements 
of this class of trade would be composed 
of the following ingredients:—% pounds 
barytes, 3 pounds beta naphtol, 1 pound 
caustic soda, 2 pounds paranitraniline, 1 
pound nitrite of soda and 4 pounds hydro- 
chloric avid of 18 deg. Bé. 

Of course it would not be a paying ven- 
ture to prepare this very cheap material 
in so small a batch, these figures being 
simply given to indicate units. By in- 
creasiig the quantity of beta naphtol so- 
— the shade of the red will be dark- 
ened, 

As to formulas for Para toners that are 
required for varnish reds, where mineral 
bases are not wanted, because of their 
tendency to cause settling, they can be 
prepared by either diazotizing the parani- 
traniline or by purchasing it in paste form 
in the 20 per cent. concentration, which is 
the usual form for marketing. 

A pure toner is made by simply running 
the solution of beta naphtol R with caus- 
tic soda in the striking tub with the nec- 
essary quantity of water and then the 
diazotized paranitraniline in a very much 
diluted solution. According to the pro- 
portions of the two solutions used the re- 
sulting toner will be of the dark shade in 
the bluish tone or of light shade with the 
yellow tone. When toners of lower price 
are desired a base of alumina sulphate is 
first precipitated with one-half its weight 
of calcined soda and washed before the 
beta naphtoi solution is run in. As an 
example the following will serve:—Fifty 
pounds alumina sulphate of 18 per cent. 
strength, dissolved in hot water, precipi- 
tated with 25 pounds calcined soda. Wash 
the precipitate, then while stirring this 
base run in a solution of 36 pounds of beta 


naphtol and 12 pounds caustic soda in 
water. When cold, add a solution of 24 


pounds paranitraniline and 12 pounds ni- 
trite of soda, adding 48 pounds hydro- 
chlorie acid of 18 deg. Bé. The tempera- 
ture of the solutions must not exceed 50 
deg. F. When the paranitraniline paste is 
used the temperature need not be as low, 
but must not be too much above 65 deg. F. 
In place of the paranitraniline dry pow- 
der, 120 pounds of the paste may be dis- 
solved in water and run in the beta naph- 
tol solution without the addition of the 
sodium nitrite and hydrochloric acid, the 
paste consisting of 20 per cent. diazotized 
paranitraniline. The various coal tar color 
manufacturers, early recognizing the dis- 
advantage of many color works lacking 
in facilities for diazotizing the paranitrani- 
line, began to do this part of the work in 
their own factories, the largest of them, 


the Badische Aniline and Soda Fabrik, be- 
ing the first on the market with Nitro- 


sanim red, which was soon after followed 
by the Farhbwerke Hochst am Main with 
Asophor red and Asophor orange. Later 


on Bayer & Co, followed with Helio Fast 
Red and Helio Orange. Then came the 


Lithol Red P by the Badische Company, 
which has been specified for the last eight 
or ten years by the United States Navy 
Devartment as the coloring matter for 
their artificial vermilion with orange min- 
eral for the base, thus doing away with 
English or quicksilver vermilion for most 
of the work in the various bureaus. This 
Lithol red is of excellent quality and has 
recently been augmented by the addition 
of Lithol Fast Searlet R. Lithol Fast 
Scarlet 3 N. Tithol Red 3 B. Lithol Red 
G G, Lithol Rubin B and 8 B and of 
darker reds the Badische Company offers 
auite an assortment of Autol Red BG L, 
B L_and RL P; ete. Farbwerke Hochst 
am Main produced a number of similar 
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azo dyes and placed them on 
the market under different names. All 
ot these are to be had in commercial 
paste form 20 per cent. concentrated, and 
it must be acknowledged that the aniline 
or coal tar color manufacturers have cer- 
tainly made great strides forward in fur- 
nishing the colors or dyes in this form. 
With the aid of these the color maker 
can produce reds, from the brightest scar- 
let to deep ruby, that are as fast or near- 
ly as fast to light as the old-time wood 
lakes and certainly faster than cochineal 
earmine lakes and others of that charac- 
ter. While a well-made alizarine lake is 
faster to light than these azo colors, the 
scope of shades in alizarine is very lim- 
ited, while in the azo reds the scope is a 
wide one, from orange through scarlet to 
erimson, maroon and ruby. And almost 
daily the research laboratories of the va- 
rious works mentioned discover new dye- 
stuffs, etc., from coal tar. 

To make lithol vermilion as specified by 
the United States Government Service, 
orange mineral of good quality is run into 
the striking tank through a sieve with 
water, say 410 pounds, and agitated, while 
450 pounds of Lithol Red P paste, as ob- 
tained from the Badische Company is 
very much further diluted with water and 
run in on top of the pulped orange min- 
eral and well stirred until the mixture is 
complete and no further separation noted. 
Settle, draw off top liquor and wash until 
there is no reaction shown by the ‘wash 
water, then press, dry and powder in the 
usual way. The finished product should, 
on chemical analysis, show about 18 per 
cent. coloring matter (lithol) and 82 per 
cent orange mineral in the form of Pbs;Q,. 

It is obvious that the combination of the 
great staining power of this dyestuff and 
the opacity of the orange mineral pro- 
duces a red of excellent covering and 
spreading power that will equal, if not 
exel, that of the much higher priced 
quicksilver vermilion, and on exposure to 
strong light prove much more permanent 
in color. 

When blanc fixe is used as base instead 
of orange mineral in similar proportions, 
the opacity of the resulting product is 
not as great, but the spreading capacity 
excels over the former, and this red may 
be used as paint in localities where the 
presence of sulphur fumes are disastrous 
to the durability of the former. The 
Lithol Red P may be dispensed with and 
in its place the pigment fast red H L, 
supplied by Farbwerke Hochst’ substi- 
tuted, which many color makers give pref- 
erence, Similar to these in color effect is 
the Helio Fast Red G from Bayer & Co. 
When the red is to be made for use in 
printing wall paper it ys best to employ 
a base of alumina hydrate and blanc fixe 
or barytes. 

One of the most brilliant fast reds of 
this class is at the command of the color 
maker in Lithol Fast Red R paste, both 
useful as a printing and as oil color, of- 
fered by the Badische Company. This is 
also in a concentrated 20 per cent. paste 
form, ready diazotized, and it is recom- 
mended that for wall paper printing and 
for printing inks’ it be made up as fol- 
lows:—Fifity pounds sulphate of alumina 
(of 18 per cent. Al.O,) dissolved in water, 
precipitated with a solution of 25 pounds 
calcined soda, then well washed and 135 
pounds Lithol Fast Scarlet R paste, well 
diluted, run into the tank. No further 
washing required; drain and pulp for sale 
to wall paper printers, or press, dry and 
powder for ink makers. 

For use as oil color, run through a sieve 
with water into the striking vat, say 500 
pounds A No, 1 barytes or blane fixe, the 
latter in pulp form, figuring on the drv 
weight, and while stirring run in. say, 175 
pounds of Lithol Fast Scarlet R paste. 
When the precipitate has been well mixed, 
presenting a smoth homogeneous mass, 
draw top liquor, wash once, press dry and 
powder. It is not to be recommended to 
use any other base but barium sulphate, 
either natural or precipitated, for this 
color. Another brilliant red for printing 
may be produced on a base of alumina 
hydrate and zine white by first precini- 
tating and washing the former. then add- 
ing the latter in pulp form in desired pro- 
portions, finally running in the well di- 
luted Bromo Fluorescic Acid E paste, The 
finishing of the product is carried out in 
the usual way, and it is sold in the form 
of pulp to wall paper printers, 

The crimson shades of azo colors are 
produced by using the Autol fast reds of 
the Badische Company or the Pigment 
Bordeaux from Farbwerke Hochst, as 
may best suit the color maker. 

Here, too, barytes or blanc fixe is the 
base usually selected, although in some 


insoluble 





rare cases a portion of red lead may be 
used along with the barytes. These col- 
ors produce the shades imitating carmine 
and the resulting pigments are non-bleed- 
ing, because insoluble in water. 

For claret lakes the Lithol Claret R (red 
tone) ond Lithol Claret B (blue tone) are 
best adapted when on a base of blanc fixe 
the process is practically like all of the 
foregoing. 

Where violet color is wanted for print- 
ing, it is safest to run the well diluted 
Alkali Violet R or Helio Violet R L paste 
in the striking vat on a washed base of 
barytes, zine white and alumina hydrate. 

It would be carrying coal to Newcastle 
to give formulas for all these variations, 
as the color maker has to figure out at 
any rate by laboratory experiments just 
what he requires when matching samples 
demanded by the consumer. And when 
new discoveries are made the dyestuff 
manufacturers are not slow in acquaint- 
ing the trade with same and for the sake 
of conquering competition ever willing to 
give advice to their patrons. 

Before concluding this series of articles 
on color manufacture we think it would 
hardly be complete did we not include a 
few formulas for making imitation red 
lead, a practice that has cropped out 
every time when tie price of the real ar- 
ticle went skyward. There is more of 
this spurious stuff on the market than 
any one is aware of, in spite of its having 
no value whatever as compared with the 
properties of pure red lead, It should in- 
terest the color maker, as he is the man 
that alone can give the material the ap- 
pearance that will make it pass. Of 
course, it is not, as a rule, the material 
made by the color maker that passes as 
red lead, but he furnishes the extender or 
stretcher that is mixed with the genuine 
article so that it can be sold at a lower 
price and yet yield a higher profit than 
the pure goods. When barytes the best 
extender for red lead on account of Ite 
heavy specific weight, is mixed with red 
lead, even in small portions, the dry red 
lead will appear bleached, and on that ac- 
count would not sell. Therefore it is 
necessary that the barytes be first stained 
hefore mixing it with the red lead, and 
that can be done only in the color 
maker’s striking tub to perfection. Nat- 
ural red barytes has been tried. but failed. 
as it makes a dull mixture with red lead 
at best. There are several simple proc- 
esses to produce the result desired, as fol- 
lows:—Dissolve 15 pounds aniline orange 
in 15 gallons of boiling water and set 
aside. Also dissolve 15 pounds sugar of 
lead in 10 quarts of boiling water. Put 100 
pounds barytes with water in the striking 
vat and start stirring device, add 1% gal- 
lons of the aniline orange solution. also 1 
quart of sugar of lead solution. Then re- 
peat this with 100 nounds more of barytes 
adding the solutions in same way until 
1,000 pounds of bar:tes are in the vat, then 
stir ahout 30 minutes longer, let settle, 
draw liquor off, filter. press and drv the 
product. Run with the desired portion of 
dry lead through a disintegrator and your 
extended red tead will have the color of 
the genuine article. or nearlv so. 

The second formula is similar. with the 
exception that 7 pounds barium chloride 
is used for every 1 pounds of barvtes 
and 4 pounds of aniline orange. thus vro- 
ducing a much more deenly = stained 
barvtes or imitation of red lead. As to the 
nercentages of nure red lead and stained 
harvtes used in those blends, thev denend 
much upon the vrice at which the mann- 
facturers hold the pure brands. Tt is safe 
to sav that thev vary between 40 per cent. 
and #0 ner cent. either wavy. 

This concludes the series of articles on 
the manufacture of chemical colors, which 
we hope we have fully covered,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 24, 1912. 


For the first time since the turn of 
the year we have no occasion to record 
any change in quotations for crude at 
the wells, but in several of the districts, 
notably the mid-Continent and Illinois 
fields, confidence continues keen in the 
further strengthening of the market. 
Returns from the various fields during 
the week indicate a continued handicap 
to operations, owing to the adverse 
weather conditions. There was, how- 
ever, a slight gain in completions dur- 
ing the period with a more than pro- 
portionate gain in new production, The 
week’s summary shows 89 completions, 
24 dry holes and 5,257 barrels of new 
daily production, as compared with 86 
completions, 23 dry holes and 3,407 bar- 
rels of new production for the former 
week. West Virginia contributed chiefly 
to the gain in completed work. The 
greatest falling off was in the Illinois 
fields, but despite the less favorable 
showing in the number of wells drilled 
there, the new production was mate- 
rially above that of the previous week, 
There was also a slight gain in the 
West Virginia new production. 

The feature of the high grade fields, 
the Blue Creek poot of Kanawha 
county, West Virginia, keeps the inter- 
est of operators sustained to a keen 
degree. Another well of the gusher 
type has been completed during the 
week, starting at the rate of 60 bar- 
rels an hour. The location is not 
important and does not mark any ex- 
tension of the initial territory. With 
the bringing in of this well, the total 
protiuction of the poo] is believed to 
approximate 7,000 barrels daily. Some 
of the older wells are reported to have 
shown a material decline, but many of 
the earlier completions are still shut 
in for lack of adequate transportation 
facilities. A recent gauge shows that 
the larger wells have a capacity that 
puts them in a class by themselves in 
the high grade field. The best pro- 
ducer was credited. with 850 barrels 
during 14 hours flow, while another was 
reported to have produced 800 barrels 
in 20 hours. Three wells on one tract 
were given a total of 1,650 barrels, al- 
though partially shut in. A number of

weils in course of drilling are due with- 
in the next few days and some of them 
are enough in advance of the present 
defined limits of the pool to afford a 
basis upon which the prospects of an 
extension can be determined. A duster 
about four miles southwest of the pool 
has been reported within the week. 
2oane county in the same State is con- 
tributing a large number of com- 
pletions, but the wells, as a rule, failed 


to exceed the pumper class, Fair gas 
wells have been the result of late drill- 
ing in Harrison county. In Pennsyl- 


vania interest is still centered in the 
Canonsburg developments of Wash- 
ington county. One of the recent wells 
gave promise of a 50-barrel producer. 
The output of the pool is placed at 725 
barrels and 4 wells with a capacity of 
50, 60, 90 and 100 barrels a day, respec- 
tively, contributed more than one-half 
of the aggregate. 

The deep sand territory, comprising 
the Gore-New Straitsville development 
of Hocking and Perry counties, con- 
tinues to lead in Southeastern Ohic 
operations. Late completions added 
substantially to the production of the 
field, and the prospects are believed to 
be favorable for a pool of considerable 
proportions, as the neighboriny terri- 
tory is furnishing a basis for probable 
extensions of the already defined 
limits. One of the best completions 
of the field has been reported in the 
last few days in the New Straitsville 
end of Perry county, its output for the 
first ten hours being reported at 290 
barrels. Another well rated as a 200- 
barrel producer also rewarded opera- 
tions in the same district. A feature 
of late developments in the Central 
Ohio gas field is the completion of two 
fine wells within the corporation of 
Cleveland, Cuyahoga county. Recent 
drilling for gas in that section has been 
undertaken by industrial concerns for 
the puryose of supplying fuel for their 
own plants. 

The same light returns are noted 
from the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana for the week, the 
completions numbering the same as 
formerly, seven in the Ohio and one 
in the Indiana. Of the Ohio wells all 
but one were successful in finding oil, 
and the new daily production amount- 
ed to 175 barrels, as compared with 
105 barrels previously. ‘Fhe solitary

Kentucky operations have been of a 
more interesting and significant char- 
acter and the feature of recent results 
is found in some of the smaller dis- 
tricts of the State. The upper fields 
have been the scene of best returns. 
In Wolfe county two strikes in strictly 
Wildeat territory were reported good 
for ten barrels each, ‘Iwo wells of 
similar capacity were drilled in 
Lawrence county. The incentive for 
operations in this county is the type of 
wells being drilled in Kanawha county, 
West Virginia, as the formation is be- 
lieved to be the same in both States. 
Magoffin county, another upper Ken- 
tucky district, has furnished wells of 
a character to inspire new interest 
there, Returns from lower sections 
were without particular interest 
Wayne county operations have been 
subjected to much delay on account of 
the adverse weather conditions. New 
capital seems to be attracted to the 
possibilities of oil developments in 
Kentucky with the upward tendency 
of crude prices and the fact that the 
State probably affords more oppor- 
tunity for new drilling than any other 
in the high grade field. Among the 
districts which it is believed will be 
subjected to extensive test by the out- 
side operators are Knox, Cumberland 
and Whitney counties. A number of 
counties in the western part of the 
State are reported to be in line for 
prospective drilling. 

Our mid-continent correspondent 
writes that the recent advances in the 
crude market have had little effect in 
stimulating drilling, and reports from 
the field indicate that there is less 
work in progress now than there was 
a month ago. Many of the producers 
seem to be disposed to await a further 
strengthening of values. At this rate 
the gap between production and con- 
sumption is believed to be widening, 
and one of the most significant points’ 
is the report of the runs and deliveries 
of the principal operating company in 
the field. This showed that during the 
first half of the month the company 
drew upon its reserve stocks to the 
amount of 269,411 barrels, a daily aver- 
age of 14,958 barrels. At the present 
rate of the increuse of consumption 
and the decrease of production, stocks 
of oil in reserve, which a short time 
ago were believed to be ample for ten 
years’ requirements, may, under the 
present. outlook, not suffice for more 
than five years’ wants. In field opera- 
tions one of the most important of re- 
cent wells was one credited with a 
capacity of 15,000,000 cubic feet of gas, 
marking the opening of the prospec- 
tive gas field to supply Tulsa for many 
years. A slight abatement in opera- 
tions is reported in the Pawnee pool. 

Advices from the Gulf Coast region 
report the bringing in of several good 
producers in the Electra field, 
by which more than 1,200 barrels is 
added to the daily output of the field, 
which is now placed at nearly 
12,000 barrels. The Electra field gives 
promise of being developed into 
one which will have an important bear- 
ing on the general petroleum industry 
of the country. Drilling has recently 
assumed a much broader scope, and 
the productive territory has shown a 
gradual enlargement. The outside 
wells are credited with as large a 
capacity and as good staying qual- 
ities as those within the initial 
area. The Caddo field of Louisiana 
was the scene of a recent completion 
with an initial capacity of 1,800 barrels 
a day, but the yield showed a rapid 
decline, a later report giving it as 
about 400 barrels, with about 3 per 
cent, salt water. The daily produc- 
tion of the Caddo field is lower at ep- 
proximately 21,000 barrels, of which 
17,500 barrels are of the light product. 


Refined and Products. 


The local market for illuminating oils 
has continued on an even basis during 
the week, but the tone is one of con- 
tinued firmness and a good demand 
is reported at prevailing quotations 
both for home and export account. 
Further details of the foreign trade 
emphasizes the growth of the industry 
in this direction. In the previous is- 
sue figures for January and the seven 
months ending January for the last 
two years from the local and the 
totals from all ports were given. Sup- 
plementing this data we find substan- 
tial gains from all ports for the more 
recent period, as compared with the 
returns for the corresponding period of 
last year. The most impressive com- 
parison is noted in the San Francisco 
record: for the seven months ending 
January, 1912, the exports reached 52,680- 
354 gallons, while for the corresponding 
interval previously they amounted to 
10,431,705 gallons. The average value per 
gallon of the later statistics on the 
basis of total shipments was 5.4¢c., as 
compared with 5.7 and 6.3c. for the 
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of two 
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periods ending January, 1911 and 1910, 
respectively. The export movement 
from the local port for the current 
week was slightly in excess of that 
previously noted, 8.657,755, as against 
8,353,930 gallons. For the first time 
the aggregate from the local port so 
far this year falls below that for the 
corresponding time in 1911, 73,586,550, as 
compared with 78,928,220 gallons. Char- 
ters for forward shipment consummat- 
ed within the interval comprised 185,000 
cases for the Philadelphia and 170,000 
cases for New Zealand ports, March- 
April, New York. 

There has been little to occasion new 
interest in the naphthas within the in- 
terval and the market has continued 
on an unchanged basis throughout. The 
demand remains steady and values are 
apparently well sustained. The record 
of exports of naphthas, of which totals 
Were given previously, further shows 
substantial gains from the principal 
ports, New York, Philadelphia, Sabine 
and San Francisco, during the seven 
months ending January, 1912, The aver- 
age value per gallon for thé period was 
83c., as compared with 82@838c. for the 
corresponding period of the two pre- 
vious years. Clearances of naptha 
from the local port for the week 
totalled 972,875 gallons, as compared 
with 181,450 gallons previously. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the _ past 
week with refined petroleum, naphtha, 
fuel and gas oil in bulk:—The Brit-. 
ish steamer Tonawanda for London 
with 1,450,000 gallons gas oil; the Brit- 
ish steamer Delaware for Birkenhead 
with 358,885 gallons refined, and to 
Manchester with 1,250,000 gallons re- 
fined; the Dutch steamer Ocean for 
Antwerp with 1,200,000 gallons refined; 
the Dutch steamer Charlois for Ant- 
werp with 1,200,000 gallons refined; the 
British steamer Ottawa for Algiers 
with 1,132,435 gallons fuel oil; the Brit- 
ish steamer Iroquois for London with 
2,300,000 gallons gas oil and 450,000 gal- 
lons fuel oil, and the British schooner 
Barge Navahoe for Landon with 2,600,- 
000 gallons refined and 800,000 gallons 
naphtha. 


Lubricating Oils. 

The same firm conditions character- 
ize the market under the influence of 
the upward course of crude, but quota- 
tions for the regular varieties of the 
lubricants have not responded to this 
influence. The demand reflects the more 
favorable tone both for home and ex- 
port account. In the record of exports 
of the lubricating products, of which 
totals for the seven months ending 
January, 1911 and 1912, were noted pre- 
viously, the gain in the later period is 
to the shipments from 
the local port, exceeding by nearly 
12,000,000 gallons those of the former 
period. There was a slight decline in 
the average value per gallon in the 
later showing, 12.6c., as against 12.9c. 
previously.

Mid-Continent Oil Situation. 
Independence, Kan., Feb. 20. 

The recent advances in the price of mid- 
continent petroleum have not had the desired 
effect of causing a rush to the drill. In fact, it 
would seem from reports from the field that 
there is less work now than there was a month 
ago. This may Not be true, as reports from 
the field are not complete, but an 
appearance of less work. 

Producers seem to be reluctant to start work 
in uncertain parts of the field, even on 60-cent 
oil. Many producers in this field believe they

The flush production in this field for the most 
part has been taken and from now on it wiil 
undoubtedly be a matter of drilling in small 
territory, save for now and then a pool. Pro 
ducers argue that they cannot drill small wells, 
even for 60-cent oil. And yet the fact remains 
that there is a big scurrying for leases all over 
the mid-continent field. This is especially 
true in the Kansas end, where every available 
lease is being hunted out. Properties which 
were abandoned when the Oklahoma rush came 
are now being taken up. ‘There is encourage 
ment in this The Prairie so far this month 
has taken 14,957 barrels of oil a day out of 
storage, and from all indications there is not 
much hope of closing up the gap between pro- 
duction and consumption. Unless there is a 
change in conditions the stocks will be drawn 
heavily upon the coming year. There is enough 
oil now in tanks to maintain the present draft 
for ten years, but if the gap continues to in- 
crease as it has the last few months the sup- 
ply will not last five years. The last increase 
in the price of crude in this field was the first 
of this month, and while other advances have 
been expected there has been no change. 

The independent refineries over the 
are using more oil now than they have ever 
used before, and there is a fast-growing de- 
mand for fuel oil. And this fuel oil situation 
is what is annoying producers. It is stated 
many contracts for fuel oil have been made for 
future delivery on the basis of a low market, 
and producers are afraid that this fact is going 
to keep the market from advancing much 
further—at least, until enough contracts can 
be made on the basis of a higher market to 
warrant further advances in crude. 

There is nothing new in the various pools. 
Work is progressing slowly in all of them and 
this morning comes a blizzard covering the 
earth again with the heaviest snow of the 
winter, which will probably result in another 
retardment of drilling operations. 

The past week has been without special fea- 
ture, as the next will probably be, with pres- 
ent weather conditions. But the heavy snow- 
fall will be of vast benefit to the field, as 
there has practically been a famine of water 
for two years, 

From February 1 to 14, both dates inclysive, 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company has taken 
into its lines 1,134,465 barrels of oil, a daily 
average of 81,033 barrels; at the same time it 
had delivered to different agencies 1,343,S7t 
barrels, or 95,991 barrels a day. This means 
that for the first half of February the Prairie 
drew upon its stocks to the amount of 14,957.91 
barrels a day, a total of 209,410.77 barrels. 
This is the longest and largest strain yet, it is 
believed, upon the reserve supply, and if main- 
tained until the close of the month will make 
the record of stock reduction in this field. It 
would seem to indicate that something further 
is liable to happen to the market. It will 
require a vast amount of new work to restore 
the production conditions of last summer. Un- 
less more oil is found there will be no reserve 
stocks in the mid-continent field in five years, 
at the rate consumption ig increasing and pro- 
duction decreasing. 

With the recent advance in the 
good news comes from the Preston field. A 
great deal of work has been planned for the 
spring months in the once-gusher field. Guns- 
burg & Forman have just completed their 
test on the Beaver allotment in section 15-14-12. 
At twenty feet in the Preston sand a pressure 
of 12,000,000 feet of gas was encountered. 
Later in the week the well was drilled to 
twenty-one feet in the sand and it is now 
making 250 barrels of oil. The adjacent leases 
are held by other companies, and already loca- 
tions are being made to drill. C. E. Martin, of 
Okmulgee, who has been having good luck 
lately, got a 5,000,000-foot gasses in his test on 
the Thomas Fixico, section 13-14-12, at a 
depth of 1,400 feet. He will shut it in and use 
the gas for drilling purposes. Gunsburg & 
Forman have made a location one mile east 
of their good well, on the John Tiger, section 
18-14-13. Five miles northeast of Hamilton 
Switch and about the same distance from the 
old Bald Hill field, the Revere Oil Company 
has started a well on the Alice Dawson, sec- 
tion 30-15-14. The Oklahoma Natural Gas 
Company has a rig up on the Lovie Brown in 
the same locality, section 24-15-13. The Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company is under-reaming in the 
test on the J. E. Forman land, section 2-14-10 
This well is two miles north of Okfuske and 
is one of the most interesting wildcats being 
drilled at the present time. The last report 
gave a depth of 2,750 feet and a bad cave. 

There is a slight dropping off in operations 
in the Pawnee pool. There are only fourteen 
rigs and drilling wells in it and the Sinclair 
pool combined, The Paova Oil Company com- 
pleted its No. 12 on the Warren lease in 3-20-8 
and was surprised to get a duster. The same 
company is drilling No. 1 now on the Miller, 
in 19 21-8, and No. 14 on the Warren, The 
Maryland Oil Company is still at work on its 
first test on the Goins farm, in 18-20-10, The 
Pulaski Oil Company is drilling its eighth 
well on the Connors lease, in 26-21-8, and Nel- 
son-Grieves are drilling No. 13 on the Layton, 
in 2-20-8, No. 10 having come in a 100-barrel 
producer. Producers Oil Company has 
finished No. Jones, in 35-21-8, for a 200- 
barrel producer, and is drilling Nos. 18 and 19. 
The Gypsy Oil Company is drilling No. 8 on 
the Norman in 35, No. 1 on the Brown in 34 
and No. 8 on the Purcell in 34. 

In the Sinclair pool Braden & Moore have 
completed Nos. i0 and 16, in 12-21-8, good for 
30 and 20 barrels. The Sparetta Oil Company 
has finished its No. 4 in 13, and it is a 100- 
barreler. The Northwestern Oil Company is 
drilling No. 25 shallow well in 12; the Indian 
Territory Dlluminating Company is getting 
ready to drill No. 1 in 10-22-9 and the Uncle 
Sam Oil Company is drilling No 2 in 22-22-9. 

It is reported that the Hutchinson Salt Com- 
pany will dispose of the oil from its leases 
south of Elk City, Kan., to the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company, The company has a production 
of about 190 barrels a day and heretofore has 
transported the oil to the railroad at Elk City 
throuch its own pipe line, and thence by rail 
to its salt factory at Hutchinson, but recently 
the Prairie built a line to that part of the 
field and now is taking care of production in 
that vicinity. 

The Doquesne Oil and Gas 
drilled in No, 2 on the Harrison farm, section 
10-19-13, and got an 8,000,000-gasser. This is 
only a few miles east of the city of Tulsa 

One of the important wells for the week 
was the Craver & Berry test on the Stanford 
Berryhill farm. It is a 15,000,000-gasser, and 
looks like the opening of a new gas field. If 
this is so, Tulsa will be supplied with fuel for 
years. Active leasing is going on in that part 
of the field at present, though prices are not 
going skyward as some would have it séem. 
The Oklahoma producers have had too many 
lessons in rushing in before things are really 
certain to make much of a proposition such 
as is afforded by this situation. 

The Tom Buster farm well of the 
Company, one of the most southerly wells in 
the FRiamsey pool, was shot Tuesday and de- 
veloned a tremendous flow of gas, so Much so 
that it has not yet been possible to shut it 
off and control the flow of oil. It is esti- 
mated the well will make 200 barrels of oil 
a day, being one of the very best in.the field 
and making the south end look better with 
each succeeding well. The gas from this well 
will be used for drilling fuel and will be 4 
boon to the pool, 

The ‘well drilled by Gunsburg & Forman on 
the Beaver land, in 13-14-12, Hamilton Switch 
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district, has developed into a heavy gasser, 
with a liberal spraying of oil. The well acts 
like the early gughers in that pool, and may 
prove a big producer, It_1s southwest of the 
original pool. ‘The first Gibson well, near it, 
came in this way. There was a heavy gas 
gand, then a break and then a rich oil sand, 
George Robinson drilled a test on the Michael

California Petroleum Developments. 
Los Angeles, Feb. 17, 1912. 


The members of the Independent Producers 
Agency have been offered 35 cents per barrel 
for their entire stored surplus, which amounts 
to 14,000.000 barrels. The offer was made this 
week by W. L. Stewart, of the Union Oil Com- 
pany, to the members of the Agency Executive 
Committee. The committee has not yet taken 
any action on the proposition, but will call a 
meeting in the near future to decide what to 
do and submit it to the Agency members for 
ratification. It is more than likely that fa- 
vorable action will be taken, as in this way 
the producers will be able to realize on stocks 
on which they are now paying storage, and it 
will also relieve them of the necessity of con- 
tinuing their plans for a _ storage company 
which had about been gompleted. The details 
of the offer of the Union have not yet been 
made public, but it is said that certificates are 
proposed to be issued against all the Agency 
storage oil at the price named, and as the cer- 
tifiecates are presented the Union will pay for 
them. The producers will have no_ storage 
charges to pav and will have credit balances 
which they can convert into money at any 
time they wish. The certificates will not be 
subject to the fluctuations in the market, but 
will have a face value of 35 cents per barrel. 
Some independent producers have already in- 
terposed objections to the plan on the grounds 
that pipeage and other charges that will be 
made against the oil will cut down the net 
price to 30 cents per barrel or less, but there 
is little doubt that the majority of the Agency 
members will favor the plan, although there 
is‘a feeling that before all this oil Is delivered 
the price will be considerably above 35 cents 
per barrel. 

The Union will doubtless sell this of], which 
is strictly fuel oil, at a good profit. But it 
will also tend to establish the price of the 
heavy grades at 35 cents instead of 30 cents, 
the prevailng price. In fact, several offers for 
heavy oil in the valley fields of 30 cents have 
recently been rejected by the producers to whom 
the offer was made. What their belief of an 
advance is hased on no one knows, but the 
action of the Union in offering 35 cents for 
storage oil will strengthen the market, and it 
is thought that before many weeks the other 
large marketing concerns will be paying 35 
cents. The Union Oil Company's rapidly tIn- 
creasing business and the competition it is 
meeting with which is constantly becoming 
keener makes it imperative that it own a 
large surplus stock of crude, and the offer 
to buy 14,000,000 barrels is only another step 
to strengthen its position in the industry on 
this coast. 

It may be noted that there is no oil ‘‘going 
begging’’ at the present time, notwithstanding 
the 43,000,000 barrels in storage. No company 
brings in a well and is unable to sell the out- 
put at the prevailing price, which shows that 
oil at ‘30 cents and up’’ is looked on by the 
big purchasers as a fairly good thing for them, 
whatever it may be for the producer. 


SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 


The Amalgamated Oil Company and W. C. 
Price, a retired ojl man, are made defendants 
in a case brought to trial this week in the Los 
Angeles courts in which the plaintiffs ask for 
an aggregate of over $700,000, claimed to be 
due them because of alleged misrepresentation 
and fraud, The plaintiffs are former stock- 
holders in the Salt Lake Oil Company, a con- 
which was the pioneer in the Salt Lake 


cern 
oll field. It appears from the complaint that 
the president of the Salt Lake Oil Company 


made a report to the stockholders of the finan- 








elal condition of the company which did not 
look very ‘‘rosy’’ in face of a threatened de- 
pressed condition of the business about eight 
vears ago. The president stated that he had 
a claim to sell the entire stock of the com- 
pany at &2 per share and recommended that 
this price be accepted. These stockholders, who 
were pon-resicents, consented. They afterward 
learnea that the Amalgamated Oil Company 
had been formed to take over the holdings of 
the Salt Iak? and other companies, and that 
the stock of the Salt Lake Company was put 


into the new concern on a basis of $9 per share 
and that their president had been elected pres- 
ident of the newly formed Amalgamated Oil 
Company. This did not look good to these 
stockholders, Hence the present suit to re- 
cover the difference between $2, for which they 
sold their stock, and $9, the price at which it 
was turned over to the Amalgamated. This 
company is one of the subsidiaries of the Asso 
clated Ofl Company, and is one of the best 
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profit-makers of the big concern. The Salt 
Lake Oil Company holds a lease on 1,200 acres 
of land in the Salt Lake fleld and has been 
producing for ten years and is still a big pro- 
ducer, most of the 1,200 acres having been 
proven to be good territory. 


SANTA MARIA. 


The gasoline from gas business is beginning 
to attract the attention of the Santa Maria 
producers, end a number of the companies are 
installing or preparing to install compressors. 
The gas has been tested generally through the 
fleld and found to contain from three pints 
to two and one-half gallons of gasoline per 
1,000 cubic feet of gas, which experts say is 
ample to pay big returns. The fact that the 
gas is as good for lighting and heating after 
it has been treated as before is another feature 
of the business that appeals to the producers. 
The Union Oil Company, after making exten- 
sive tests, is installing a compressor plant to 
treat the gas in the various properties, and it 
has made a contract, it is stated, with the 
Santa Maria Natural Gas Company for its 
gas after being treated. The Pennsylvania and 
the Hall and Hall properties, which join each 
other, are putting in a plant, and the Dome 
Oil Company, associated with the Pinal Oil 
Company, is doing the same, The Rice Ranch 
and the Western Union have both been making 
tests of their gas and are negotiating now 
either to put In plants of their Own or lease 
the gas on a royalty to others for the pur- 
pose. Since the recent agitation of the gas 
business by the big gas companies the indi- 
vidual producers have caught the fever, and 
irom now on the tremendous waste of this 
valuable commodity will be avoided. 

The oil business proper in the Santa Maria 
field is suffering a slump similar to that in 
other flelds of the State. There is not to be 
seen in the entire field—either the Cat Canyon 
district or the old flield—a single new rig. 
The greatest activity anywhere in the field is 
of the Union, the Western 


on the properties 
Union and the Rice Ranch companies. These 
eoncerns are in the old field and are all en- 


gaged in new development work. The Western 
Union and the Union are drilling across the 
line from each other, which accounts for their 
activity. The Western Union has just brought 
in a good well which starts at $00 barrels a 
day. This is near the Union’s big well that 
came in three months ago at 1,300 barrels a 
day. Each company is running three strings 
of tools, offsetting one another. 

The Rice Ranch has also brought in a 400- 
barrel producer within the last two weeks 
and is running two strings of tools. The 
Pennsylvania is running one string and with 
these exceptions none of the companies in the 
old field are doing any new work. 

In the Cat Canyon district conditions are in- 
different, although there are more tools run- 


ning. Secme of the companies, however, are 
cutting down on new work. The Palmer 
Annex, which was running seven strings two 


months ago, are now running but four and 


are talking of still further reducing their 
forces. The Palmer has reduced its drilling 
wells from five to two. Five companies 


which were running one string have suspended 
altogether. No new wells have been brought in 
in Cat Canyon in nearly a year with all the 
drilling that has been done. Some of these 
concerns have been working over two years 
and have not a drop of production yet. There 
are seven companies that have wells in the 
sand and have had for months, but cannot 
get the wells to producirg on account of the 
heavy character of the oil and the sand that 
chokes up the holes. . In fact, of the twenty 
or more companies that have been operating in 
Cat Canyon for the past two or three years, 
but four as yet have any production. These 
are the Union, the Palmer, the Dome and the 
Brooks companies. The Palmer was once the 
leader in point of output with about 12,000 
barrels a day, but now has only about 300 
barrels, and the Union with one producer has 
eclipsed the Palmer as the leader, and this 
one well—No. 5 on the Bell tract—is doing 
about 2,100 barrels a day. The Dome has an 
output of about 600 barrels a day, and the 
Brooks Company well, at one time rated as 
an 800-barrel well, is now good for only 100 
barrels or a little better. 


FIELD NOTES. 


The Lost Hills is still furnishing its quota of 
good producers. The Universal Oil Company 
has just completed another well on section 22 
which is flowing 800 barrels of 35 gravity oil, 
the lightest ever found in the valley fields, 
with the possible exception of the product of 
the Home Oil Company in Coalinga. The well 
is shallow, being only 9388 feet deep, 14 feet 
in the sand. Another well was recently fin- 
ished by the same company on the same seéc- 
tion which is doing 400 barrels a day. The 
company has nine wells producing at present, 
and their combined output is 3,500 barrels a 
day. The Esperanza is finishing another well 
on section 4 at 1,260 feet. It has twice flowed 
over the top of the derrick, and the indica- 
ticns are for a ble well. The Standard’s No. 
1, also on section 4-27-21, one-quarter of a 
mile east of the Esperanza, struck the same 
sand at 1,520 feet, but has cased it off and 
is going on down to test the territory for a 
deeper sand. 

The Belle Ridge Oil Company in the Belle 
Ridge district has entered on a campaign of 
active work, and will start six more strings 
of tools on its properties there. It has just 
closed a contract with the Associated Oil Com- 
pany for its entire production at a price said 
to be 50 cents per barrel. The oil is light and 
a refining product, and the company now has 
an output of 3,000 barrels a day. 

The Canadian-Coalinga Oil Company, which 
has opened the new light oil territory south 
of Coalinga, has made a contract with the 
Union for its output at 50 cents per ‘barrel. 
The oil tests about 30 gravity, and the well 
is flowing 1,000 barrels a day. 

The Standard has just purchased the Tous- 
san ranch of 125 acres lying two miles north 
west of Fullerton in the La Habra Valley. 
The price reported is $1,000 an acre, or $125.- 
000 for the tract. Until the recent oil excite- 


ment in the valley the land was considered 
only good for pasture and poor pasture at 
that. Tt could probably have been bought 


ene year ago at $50 an acre. 

The Union's new refinery at Stewart Station 
in the La Habra Valley is now in full opera- 
tion, and is handling about 5,000 barrels of oil 
a day. Jasoline and distillates are the only 
products turned out here, as the oil her. is 
not rich in asphalt. being of a high gravity. 
All the oil from the Menges gusher. which is 
still doing 2,500 barrels a day of 31 gravity 
ell, is treated here, 

The consolidation of asphalt refiners in this 
State has been begun by the combining of the 
Preducers’ Refining Company in the Kern 
River fleld, the Sunset Refining Company at 
Los Angeles and the Sunset Monarch at Mart- 
copa. These three concerns have a combined 
capacity at present of ™,.000 tons per vear. 
or one-fourth of the entire State’s output of 
asphalt. 

The Central Oi] Company. 
Whittier, held its annual meeting 
day. The secretary’s report showed 
ing the year 1911 the company had paid in 
dividends $178,622, an increase over 1910 of 
$36,822. The company is the oldest operating 
company in the Whittier field and owns 2,250 
acres. It has drilled probably 75 wells in the 
last fifteer years. Its output is about 20,000 
barrels a month, mostly light oil, which is 
scld at a price near the dollar mark. The

The California Consolidated Oil Company (the 


late Admiral Bvans concern) is being re- 
organized and an attempt will be made to put 
the deals through to acquire the Yellowstone 
and Mascot oil properties. An assessinent of 
10 cents per share has been levied on the out- 
standing stock, but it is not thought a very 
large proportion of the stockholders will ‘‘come 
through,’’ as Admiral Evans’ death has caused 
a loss of confidence in the success of the un- 
dertaking among investors on the coast. 

The Calumet Oil Company, drilling in Ven- 
tura county, directly east of the Monte Bello 
Oil Company, in the Fillmore field, has struck 
the sand at about 2,100 feet, and has a good 
showing of gas and oil. The Monte Bello has 
a production from four wells of 10,000 barrels 
a month of 34 gravity oil. These wells range 
in depth from 170 to 750 feet. Territory in 
this vicinity has all been leased and consider- 
able development work will be done in the near 
future. 

STANDARD’S RUNS AND SHIPMENTS. 

For the first time in more than a year the 
shipments of the Standard for any stated period 
exceeded the runs during the first seven days 
of the present month. The total runs were 
348,886 barrels and the shipments were 350,300 
barrels, a difference in favor of the latter of 
1,414 barrels. This, however, was more than 
made up for in the runs and shipments of the 
second week, when 189,006 barrels were placed

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpelier, Ind., Feb. 21, 1912. 


A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Northwestern, Cen- 
tral and Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Southern New York, for the 
week shows no important change in completed 
work. The weather has moderated to a large 
extent, but conditions are unfavorable. The 
fact that the wet and muddy season is near 
at hand will retard work to a large extent, 
and active developments will hardly be resumed 
until weather conditions are such that the 
trade can operate to advantage. 

The season of 1912 is destined to be an activ: 
one, as the new territory in sight is enough 
to keep the drill moving townward. Three of 
the fields present bright promises for the 
coming season, The leading one is the vast 
territory in Central Ohio, where numerous ad- 
vance wells have shown oil in commercial 
quantitics, and much work in the oil develop- 
ment line is being planned. At the same time 
the field will be more agtive on account of the 
gas companies which control the leases on a 
larger portion of the land in the extreme field. 
The latest feature in the Central Ohio gas field 
is the completion cof two fine gas wells within 
the corporation of Cleveland, in Cuyahoga 
county. Some months ago the Newburg Brick 
and Clay Company drilled in an oil well on its 
property in Newburg, a suburb of Cleveland, 
which stirred up the manufacturing interests 
in that vicinity, so much so that the National 
Carbon. Company concluded that a test well 
sunk on its property might develop into a gas 
well, and when completed the well proved a 
500,000-cubie foot gas producer, with no oil. 
The Winton Automobile Company started a 
test about the same time on its property, and 
this well is one of note, showing a production 
of 3,000,000 cubic feet of gas daily, and indi- 
cating that Cleveland is no doubt right over a 
strong gas-producing pool. Many additional 
wells will be started in the near future for 
gas more than oil by the other manufacturing 
plants, in the hope of securing a sufficient sup- 
ply to handie their plants. Wooster, in Wayne 
county, is another favored spot in Central Ohio, 
and the Barberton Chemical Company is giv- 
ing the lands south of the city a good test. 
They have already completed three wells of a 
variety, one being gas, another oil and one a 
dry hole. They are now sinking three addi 
tional wells in the immediate vicinity. The 
Canadian Oil and Gas Company secured a 
large acreage Of leases in Muskingum and Co 
shocton counties, and contemplate the drilling 
of a dozen or more tests before giving up the 
idea that pools of oil and gas exist there. 

The Kanawha county, West Virgina, poo! on 
Blue Creek is the leading development of the 
Little Mountain State, and while only a few 
months old can produce close to 6,000 barrels 
of crude a day, and the next thirty days 
may sée the daily production much larger, as 
quite a number of wells are now nearing the 
oil-producing sand, and are admirably located 
for gushers. Only one gusher was recorded 
during the week, and that was an 800-barrel 
producer. 


The drawback in the Kanawha county field 
has been the inability of the pipe lines to 
handle the production; additional lines have 
been strung into the field, and about 5,000 
barrels a day are being run. This is mostly 
congested production of stocks in tankage on 
the leases, and the real production of the field 
will not be known until this oversupply of 
crude that hag been accumulating since the 
field was first developed as a gusher district 


has been run out of the field. The three wells 
on the Graham heirs’ farm in the Blue Creek 
district have a combined production of 1,230 
barrels. The one well on the Keeton heirs’ 
farm is producing 1,230 barrels. No. 2 Barth 
Schwartz farm produces 495 barrels, No. 1 
White farm, 515 barrels in eighteen hours and 
No. 1 Mvers farm 210 barrels. 

The Iilinois field also contributed favorably 
to the week in review by two gushers, one be 
ing owned by the Ohio Oil Company in No. 6 
on the Gould lands, in Dennison township, 
Lawrence county, and showing an output of 
650 barrels a day from the deep sand. The 
other is owned by the Central Refining Com 
pany, on the Jenners land, in the same town 
ship, and was reported good for 750 barrels 
up a day. This well is also a deep sand pro- 
ducer. 

The Little district, in Law 
rence county, in Eastern Kentucky, is attract 
ing widespread interest among the oil trade, 
and several new wells are starting in that sec- 
tion of the country. Other sections of the State 
are attracting attention as well, not only in 
the eastern part, but the northern, southern 
and western sections as well. The Blue Grass 
State will experience a large amount of test 
work during the next twelve months, unless 
the price of crude petroleum should go back- 
ward. The more the price of the product ad- 
yances the more test work will be done, and

Outside of the new development in the Blue 
Creek fleld in Kanawha county, the other 
fields of the Little Mountain State are not 
showing anything out of the ordinary, al- 
though the older districts are quite active, 
but light wells are still the rule, with but a 
few exceptions. Harrison county is very 
active at the present time, and a great dea! 
of new work is under way. It is thought by 
the oil trade that this country will furnish 
another pool in the near future. Nothing of 
importance has been found since the discovery 
of the Shinnston pool several years ago. There 
is quite an amount of new work starting on 
Ten Mile Creek in advance of production. 

Roane county, the most active in the State 


outside of the present development at Blue 
Creek, is furnishing light wells. There is a 
great deal of this kind of land that is capa 


ble of furnishing but light producers, and that 
is not what the operators are looking for 
unless the price of crude advances further. 
The Pocatalico Oil Company are active opera- 
tors in the field and are drilling a number 
of wildcat wells. This company is also very 
active in Tyler and Ritchie counties, having 
a large amount of test wells now drilling and 
under way. ‘This company is one of the most 
active operating concerns in the New Straits- 
ville field in the Southeastern Ohio field under 
the name of the Betty Oil Company. 

Ritchie county is the most active of the 
shallow sand fields. This territory will re 
ceive a thorough testing the coming summer 
in hopes of finding a shallow sand pool. In 
Pleasants and Wood county work is on the 
wane, and a revival is not expected for some 
time. The gas companies continue the most 
active in Doddridge, Lewis, Cabell, Kanawha, 
Roane and Marion county fields. 

In the Griffinsville pool, in Lincoln county, 
work is increasing rapidly, as this county ad- 
joins the Kanawha development. The Big 
Creek Development Company is the most active 
operator in the field, and they are now leas- 
ing all available iand for an immediate test- 
ing. Clay county, also adjoining Kanawha, 
has picked up in active work, and a new 
pool is looked for in that county. 

The Blue Creek field in Kanawha county 
is still very active, and operations are going 
on with a rush. Only one completion of im- 
portance wag reported, which is the Ohio Fuel 
Oil Company’s test on the White farm that 
was completed Wednesday of the previous 
week, and which is producing about 800 bar- 
rels a day. The Edwards\Oil Company alsv 
completed their second test on the Jones farm 
(Blue Creek Coal and Land Co.), which pro 
duced about 30 barrels the first day. No. 1, 
on this same tract, is producing close to 275 
barrels a day, and is located about 500 feet 
from the second test. 

About 40 rigs are now in course of con- 
struction by the several operating companies 
in the field. The Ohio Fuel Oil Company has 
more rigs under construction than any of the 
other concerns. Much of the material is on 
the ground for the Eureka Pipe Line Com- 
pany’s pumping station at Mill Creek station, 


and the work of erection will start in a few 
days.

The Australian standard for coal tar 
naphtha and shale naphtha as methyl- 
ating agents has been changed in re- 
gard to the boiling point. The new pro- 
vision reads as follows:—‘'If 100 c.c. are 
distilled as prescribed for wood spirit 
not less than 95 c.c. should have pagsed 
over between 105 deg. and 180 deg. C.” 


At the direction of Secretary Wilson, 
Iarmer’s Bulletin 477, dealing with 
the manufacture of sorghum syrup, will 
soon be issued. ‘The bulletin treats the 
industry from the time the seed is 
pianted until it reaches the consumer 
at the breakfast tanle. Tennessee pro- 
duces the greatest amount of sorghum, 
leading the other States with a pro- 
duction of 2,047,655 gallons. Missouri 
is a close second, with North Carolina 
third. Kentucky, Arkansas, Alabamt& 
und Mississippi follow in close order. 
A considerabie amount of the preduct 
is produced in Texas, Georgia, Kansas, 
Illinois, Indiana, Virginia, lowa, South 
Carolina, West Virginia, Ohio, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. For ten years fol- 
lowing 1890 there was a falling off in 
the quantity of sorghum produced in 
the United States of over eight million 
gallons. 


Gordon Montagu, of the Mound City 
Paint and Coloring Company, died at his 
home in St. Louis on February 7. Mr. 
Montagu was sixty-five years old and 
was one of the best known factory men 
in the paint business of this country. 
His first experience with the paint and 
varnish industry was in the East. Later 
he became connected with the Heath 
& Milligan Manufacturing Company, of 
Chicago. Leaving them he went to 
Detroit as factory manager of the 
Peninsular Paint and Varnish Com- 
pany. When that concern was con- 
solidated with the Acme White Lead 
and Color Works he became factory 
manager of the two concerns. Four 
years ago he joined the forces of Boy- 
dell Brothers, of Detroit, and in July, 
1909, became associated with the Mound 
City Paint and Color Company, of St. 
Louis, where he remained until the 
time of his death. 


The fifty-sixth monthly meeting of 
the Louisiana section of the American 
Chemical Society was held in New Or- 
leans Friday night. The American 
Chemical Society is one of the strong- 
est organizations that has representa- 
tion in Louisiana. It has a member- 
ship of 6,000, including all of the prom- 
inent chemists. The local branch has 
about sixty-five members from ll 
parts of the State. Raising the plane 
of chemical standards is the object of 
the organization, and in this connection 
three monthly magazines dealing with 
piogress in chemistry are published. 
The Chemical Abstract prints abstracts 
from all the chemical publications of 
the world; the Journal of Industrial 
and Engineering Chemistry is of spe- 
cial interest to technical men, and the 
Journal of the American Chemical So- 
ciety is read by chemists everywhere. 


Assemblyman Lent, of Brooklyn, has 
introduced in the Legislature of New 
York a bill amending the Public Health 
law in relation to the practice of 
chiropody. lt limits the right of 
chiropodists practicing on June 8, 1895, 
to a certificate authorizing them to 
practice, by providing that they shall 
have this right without examination 
only it they apply for the certificate 
on or before July 1, 1912. It abolishes 
the board of examiners elected by the 
Pedic Society, and provides for the ex- 
aminations of applicants by the re- 
gents of the State university, and the 
licensing of chiropodists by the re- 
gents, on the recommendation of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners. 
EKach applicant must pay an examina- 
tion fee of $25 and must prove that 
he is more than 21 years old, of good 
moral character, that he has a primary 
education satisfactory to the require- 
inents of the regents, and that he has 
graduated from a school of chiropody 
maintaining a standard satisfactory to 
the regents. The practice ot chiropody 
under an assumed name is made a mis- 
demeanor. Provision is made for the 
revocation of licenses in certain. cases, 


Assemblyman Wilson, of Ontario, has 
introduced in the State Legislature of 
New York a bill amending the agricul- 
tural law, in relation to the sale and 
analysis of commercial fertilizers, It 
makes the requirement regarding at- 
taching statements to packages offered 
for sale apply to all packages of fer- 
tilizers, instead of only to those whose 
selling price exceeds $5 a ton; re- 
quires that the statement shall ex- 
press in terms of oxide and hydride- 
oxide or carbonate, or a mixture of 
these, the particular form of the fer- 
tilizer, as well as the maximum and 
minimum percentage of magnesium, 
the percentage of the total material 
that will pass through a 100 mesh sieve, 
the percentage that will pass through a 
fifty mesh sieve or a ten mesh sieve, 
these statements as to the degree of 
fineness applying only to marls and 
ground limerock. All these provisions 
regarding the statement on the pack- 
age are to apply to all matters used 
as fertilizer, except the dung of poul- 
try and domestic animals in its usual 
condition, agricultural salt and gyp- 
sum or land plaster. A certificate that 
the manufacturer or seller has com- 
plied with the provisions of law must 
not be issued for the sale of a brand 
of commercial fertilizer under a trade 
name, or with any accompanying 
statement which the Commissioner of 
Agriculture considers misleading.

Petroleum Shippers Gain Lower 
Freight Rate, 


Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission in 
a report just made on a case brought by 
the Humboldt Refining Company against 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
and other carriers in the Southwest has 
decided that a rate of 36 cents per lw 
pounds for the transportation of crude 
petroleum oil in tank cars from Sapulpa, 
Okla., to Humboldt, Kan., was an unrea- 
sonable rate. The commission finds that 
«a computation of the intermediate rates 
between these points make it 16 cents 
and reparation is granted to the shippers 
on shipments of oil which were charged 
the 36-cent rate, which rate the commis- 
sion condemns. 

In closing a report on the subject of 
the investigation and suspension of ad- 
vanees in rates by carriers for the trans- 
rortation of freight in single packages 
aud smail lots, which case covers a num- 
ber of complaints regarding advances in 
rates, the commission makes the follow- 
ing comment:— 

No hearing has been had and no finding is 
here made as to the allegation contained in par- 
agraph 6 of the petition of the National Pe- 
troleum Association to the effect that car- 
riers, parties to the official classification, un- 
justly discriminate in the classification of pe- 
troleum axle grease, lubricating grease and pe- 
troleum grease n. 0. s., In less than carload 
quéntities. Neither the rates on, nor the clas- 
sification of, these commodities was suspended 
by the Commission. Those questions therefore 
remain to be heard and determined in a sepa- 
rate proceeding.

Exports of Oleomargarine to Norway 
Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 


In connecticn with some statistics pub- 
lished regarding the oleomargarine trade 
of the United States, showing that the 
exports of oleomargarine during 1911 
amounted to 3,833,169 pounds, valued at 
$404,727, it appears that more than 10,000,000 
pounds of this product was sent to Nor- 
way. This latter information is brought 
out in connection with a report received 
ut the Bureau of Manufactures from the 
United States Consul at Stavanger 
which says that the United States sup- 
plies more than half the oleomargarine 
imported into Norway. The total impor- 
tations into that country aggregate about 
18,000,000 pounds, and apart from. the 
large quantity imported from the United 
States, about 2,000,000 pounds come from 
Denmark and about 1,500,000 pounds from 
Germaily, the Netherlands, and the 
United Kingdom, respectively. There is 
said to be four oleomargarine factories in 
Stavanger, and six in the entire Stavanger 
district. Their combined annual output 
is nearly. 8,000,000 pounds.

Lower spot prices were general in 
this market and the feeling was un- 
certain at the close. Reports indicated 
a further accumulation of supplies at 
Western packing points and the market 
appeared to sink from its own weight. 
There were no important developments 
in grain or hog prices, and the holiday 
only tended to increase the quiet char- 
acter of business, Consumers are ap- 
parently content to operate from hand 
to mouth andl the future market as 
usual is in the hands of the specu- 
lative contingent. Exports of lard for 
the week amounted to 13,349,540 pounds, 
compared with 9,245,645 pounds for the 
corresponding week last year. City 
steam lard at the close was held at 
8%@8%c., prime Western in tierces at 
9.15@9.20c., and lard compound at 6%c. 
and up, according to brand, quantity 
and seller. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Although closing on a rally of 6@10c., 
the lard market finishes the week at a net 
decline of 15c. from last week’s final fig- 
ures, with bearish sentiment still in the 
ascendant. Receipts of hogs that con- 
tinue far in excess of most bearish expec- 
tations, lack of speculative buying on ac- 
count of the shortage of cold storage 
room, an inadequate consumptive demand 
and the unusually heavy reserves at prin- 
cipal distributing centers have been the 
chief factors in inducing a selling move- 
ment that has been almost general. To 
counteract the effects of these numerous 
depressing influences, buils had only the 
firmer, though erratic, grain markets and 
the fact that lard prices had already been 
so greatly reduced that it was believed 
the heavy accumulations and the large 
production had been discounted. These 
arguments did not carry sufficient force 
to turn the trade from its pessimistic 
mood, however, and about the only sup- 
port the market received came from 
shcrts, who were inclined to clinch profits 
as soon as prices declined sufficiently to 
make their gains worth taking. 

The semi-monthly statement of stocks 
of lard at Chicago showed that there 
were 98,440 tierces of contract lard held 
here February 15, as contrasted to 82,795 
tierces on February 1, an increase of 
15,645 tierces in fifteen days. Besides 
these stocks of contract lard, there were 
8,630 tierces of old lard, against 10,337 
tierces held February 1. Traders con- 
strued the semi-monthly statement as ex- 
tremely bearish and the selling of the 
product in the speculative market was 
given great impetus as a consequence. 
May ciosed the week at $9.05, against 
$9.20 a week ago. July was $9.20, against 
$9.35 a week ago, and September finished 
at $9.37144, as contrasted to $9.50 last week. 
Current prices were 35c. lower than a 
year ago for May; 17%c. lower for July, 
and unchanged for September. 

Demand on shipping account continues 
extremely weak and narrow, and round 
lots of regular lard closed the week at 
$8.75, with small lots quoted at a dis- 
count of 5@10c. Loose lard was in fair 
supply and moderate demand at 90c. un- 
der May. Leaf lard met with a limited 
call and was in fair supply at $8.50. Neu- 
tral lard was in limited request and mod- 





erate supply at $10.25@10.37% for No. 1, 
and $9.12144.@9.2% fur No. 2.

No important sales were reported 
during the week and the market at 
best was a very tame affair.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is no 
improvement in the China wood oil 
situation, as imports now amount to 
what is usually received at this period 
of the year. The spot market will not 
in all probability improve before the 
early fall, although shipments are ex- 


pected to be resumed so as to reach 
the local port by July or August. At 
San Francisco during the week 520 


cases and 2,300 packages of wood oil 
were received. In the local market 
trading is mostly for futures and spot 
transactions are conducted on a basis

COCOANUT OIL.—The market in 
cocoanut oils pursued an unsteady 


course during the past week, but closed 
a trifle firmer Friday, when London 
cabled a quotation of £38 7s. 6d. for 
Ceylon, February-March shipment. The 
week opened with prices ruling on the 
basis of £38 2s. 6d., but by Tuesday 
increased inquiries stimulated prices, 
and Wednesday London cabled a quo- 
tation of £38 10s. This price held until 
Friday, and while we learned of much 
bidding few sales were reported. In 
fact the local market in cocoanut oils 
has been unusually quiet during the 


week. As a result prices are, largely 
nominal at 9%@9%c. per pound for 
Cochin and 94%@9%c. per pound for 


Ceylon on spot. Arrivals from abroad 
during the past week were 114 pack- 
ages and 289 barrels of cocoanut oil 
and 215 packages and 614 barrels of 
copia.

CORN OIL.—A drop of 10 points per 
100 Ibs. was the significant feature of 
the week. The drop was made Friday, 
bringing the card rate for corn oil to 
$5.35 per 100 Ibs, in carload lots, and 
$5.40 for less amounts The foreign 
market is reported to be very dull and 
supplies in the domestic market are 
large. As a result of these factors the 
reduction was made, despite a good de- 
mand from the paint trade and mani- 
festations of interest by soapmakers, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Corn oil took another decline of 10c. 
per 100 pounds during the week on account 
of a continued weak tone to the market. 
This is generally attributed to the fact 
that paint manufacturers are showing no 
particular interest in the market, and that 
soap manufacurers have bought heavily 
of cottonseed oil as a substitute. These 
supplies, it is said, are being rapidly used 
up, however, and the two interests are 
soon expected to show more activity in 
corm oil purchases, 

OLIVE OIL,.—tThe situation in all 
grades of olive oil is firm. New crop 
oil has been coming forward and deal- 
ers have been anxious to get the new 
stock, with the result that the declin- 
ing tendency in the market has been 
checked. Inquiries for foots have been 
good and there has been some talk 
among first hands of higher prices, but 
no sales at advanced figures were re- 
ported. Spot oil has been in especially 
good demand and sales were made on 
the basis of 614¢c. per pound, Buyers in 
the primary markets report that despite 
the new crop oil available, better pur- 
chases could have been made several 
weeks ago when the situation was less 
clearly understood. For oil on spot, 
6%@6%c. per pound by dealers, and 
offers are not being made any too 
freely. For. nearby arrival foots may be 
had at 6c. per pound. In the denatured 
oil (in bond), 60@65c. per gallon is 
quoted, according to quality for oil of 
high acidity. For oil of less than 5 per 
cent. acidity, 80@85c. per gallon is 
asked. 

Marseilles reports that the olive oil 
situation there is steady and that deal- 
ers are quoting firm for both Lam- 
pante olive oil and olive oil foots. The 
quotation for dark green foots, in bar- 
rels, shipment this month, c. i. f, New 
York,.igs £29 per ton of 1,015 kilos and 
green foots at £28 10s. Liverpool re- 
ports a quiet market. Imports at 
Liverpool were 119 tons for the second 
week of February, which went into im- 
mediate consumption. The quotations 
there are £41 10s.@£42 per ton. 

PALM OIL.—The market in palm oil 
revealed no new features. Arrivals 
from abroad during the week totaled 
18 casks,.and consequently did not af- 
fect the spot situation. Inquiries for 
palm oil have been light and few sales 
were reported. Lagos is quoted at 6%c. 
per pound on spot and with the same 
for nearby delivery; commercial Lagos 
is available at @%c. per pound with no 
difference in quotations for position, 
and prime re‘ is similarly fixed at 64c. 
per pound, Liverpool reports a dull 
market and quotes Lagos at $6.43 per 
100 Ibs. 

PALM KERNEL O1L.—In sympa- 
thy with cccoanut oils the palm kernel! 
oil market is dull. Almost no sales 
were reported and inquiries have been 
light. The quotations are 8%c. per 
pound for oil on spot and 8%c, per 
pound for nearby delivery. Arrivals 
from abroad during the week totaled 
212 casks. Liverpool reports «an easier 
market with $7.89@$7.05 for German, 
and $8.147$8.19 per 100 pounds for Eng- 
lish. 

PEANUT OIL.—The market for all 
grades of peanut oil is firm and both 
buyers and sellers are inclined to hold 
off trading until new crop oil is avail- 
able next month. According to advices 
from abroad the crop was a normal 
one, and as a result no change in 
prices is expected. The proposed duty 
of ten cents per gallon on peanut oil 
will be opposed by large interests en- 
gaged in the industry in this country. 
Despite this, the publication of the pro- 
posed duty had little effect 6n the mar- 
ket, because, should the bill be passed 
and signed by the President, it would 
not become operative for at least three 
months afterward. Within this period 
of time all stocks resulting from the 
present crop could be disposed of and 
prices for this year would not be af- 
fected at all. Commercial grades are 
quoted at 65@75c. per gallon; mferior 
grades such as coromandel may be had 
at 56c, per gallon, and edible is quoted 
at 90c. per gallon. 

RAPSEED OIL.—Stocks continue to 
be scarce for all grades of rapeseed oil 
and difficulty has been found during 
the past week in supplying oil on spot. 
For nearby delivery dealers are offer- 
ing more freely. The quotations fol- 
low:—Refined, 68@70c. per gallon;

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Chemical Schedule Passes House 


AFTBR SHORT DEBATE UNDERWOOD 
CHEMICAL SCHEDULE REVISION BILL 
IS ADOPTED IN THE HOUSE WITH- 
OUT AMENDMENT BY A_ PARTY 
VOTE—REVIEW OF THE ARGUMENTS 
ON THE BILL. 
Washington, Feb, 23, 1912. 

On Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
the greater part of the time of the House 
ot Representatives was given to the con- 
sideration, by way of general debate and 
debate by paragraphs, and a finai vote 
upon the Democratic bill revising the 
chemical schedule. On Wednesday the 
bill was passed in the House by a vote 
of 179-to 127. 

As having an important bearing upon 
the probabie tate of this bill in the Sen- 
ate, attention should be especially called 
to the fact that this bill is the first one 
that has passed the House of Representa- 
tives without receiving any support what- 
ever from the Republican minority. In 
other words, the so-called insurgent Re- 
pub.icans, who have often sympathized 
with the Democratic efforts to lower tar- 
iff duties, declined to vote for this bill, 
and if their friends and co,leagues in the 
Serate shall adopt a like policy there 
would be no chance whatever of the 
chemical bill passing the Senate, even if 
it should chance to be favorably reported 
by the Senate Committee which is, at 
this time, to say the least, improbable. 

The explanation of this resuit is that 
the Democratic majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee, with the full sup- 
port of the Democratic membership of 
the House, have signally failed in their 
efforts to prepare a tariff bill which shall 
meet any objections President Taft might 
make thereto after the measure shall 
reach him for his approval. In other 
words, the efforts of the Democrats to 
frame a bill more along Republican lines 
and general protection as we.l as _ in- 
creased revenues than were the bills 
passed by the Democrats in the special 
session, resulted in the adoption by these 
Democratic tariff makers of a chemical 
bill which materially increases duties, 
ard what is especially objected to by the 
Republicans is that the duties are in- 
creased upon imported materials entering 
into the products of the chemical indus- 
try, and at the same time the finished 
products of those industries are sub- 
jected to reduced duties. The claim of 
the Democrats throughout the debate has 
been that their object in transferring 
these materials of the chemical industry 
from the free list to the dutiable list 
was to impose some part of the burden 
of customs taxation upon manufacturers 
otf chemicals who, they assert, are abun- 
dantly able to bear such. burden, 

In adopting this policy and in perfect- 
ing the bill along the lines they did, the 
Democrats incurred the hostility for their 
bill of the solid Republican minority in 
the House. The so-called regular Re- 
publicans, or what probably may better 
be described as the ultra-protectionists, 
resisted the bill because they say it would 
be distinctly unfair to the chemical in- 
dustry, especially in respect to the 
changes in duties by taking from the in- 
dustry necessary elements of protection 
and at the same time imposing duties 
upon imports of materials that are not 
produced in the United States, but con- 
stitute the raw materials of the chemical 
industry, thereby causing additional 
hardship to the domestic chemical indus- 
try. Republicans who have _ heretofore 
voted with the Democrats in favor of re- 
dvced duties objected to the bill on ac- 
count of the increases in duties carried 
in the measure, and they strongly re- 
jected the idea advanced by the Demo- 
cratic framers of the bill that the in- 
creases were necessary in the interest of 
added revenues for the public treasury. 

Thus it is that this latest experiment 
by the Democratic majority in the House 
in tariff making has produced a unique 
situation. The chemical bill is recognized 
by students of the subject as far superior 
in most respects to the chemical bill 
which was passed by Congress in the 
special session and vetoed by President 
Taft. Ilt is because of the advance which 
the Republicans complain of, either ac- 
cording to one view or the other, whether 
from the standpoint of reduced protection 
or that the Democratic majority have 
added burdens upon the people through 
ircreased duties, the measure falls short 
cf meeting the approval of the varying 
political views represented in both 
Houses of Congress at this time. 

The general debate on Monday was not 
altogether confined to the chemical sched- 
ule, but was interspersed very largely 
with discussion of political questions and 
paitisan bantering, indicating the desire 
of both sides to gain advantage in con- 
nection with the coming campaign. The 
debate on the details of the bill, which 
consumed the greater part of Tuesday, 
was more illuminating in respect to the 
actual information brought out regarding 
the views entertained by the framers of 
the bill and the opposition as to the prob- 
able effect of the proposed legislation 
upon the domestic industry afd the do- 
mestic and international trade in the 
products affected by the measure. 

When the time came on Wednesday for 
taking up the bill for final passage, a 
motion was submitted on behalf of the 
Republican minority to recommit the bill, 
with instructions to the Ways and Means 
Committee to report it back with all the 
changes suggested in the minority mo- 
tion, which covered practically all of the 
amendments which had been submitted 
to the House during the consideration 
of the bill by the opposition and which 
had been voted down. These amend- 
ments cover practically half of the para- 
zraphs in the chemical schedule, and the 
details of those amendments as proposed 
are found in the debate on the subject 
during the consideration of the bill by 
paragraphs. 

The speech by Mr. Harrison of New 
York, opening the debate on behalf of the 
Democratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee, was interesting from 
the fact that it, was intended to be the 
presentation to the House of the details 
of the chemical bill and the aims and pur- 
poses of the committee in framing that 
measure. It was clearly brought out in 
the course of Mr. Harrison's discussion 


of the subject that the Ways and Means 
Committee in the preparation of the 
chemieal bill had received no advice from 
the Tariff Board with respect to rates to 
be carried on the innumerable articles 
covered in the chemical schedule. What 
the committee did receive from the Tariff 
Board was the glossary containing a his- 
torical review of the chemical industry, 
with some data taken from various 
sources regarding the condition of the 
chemical industry in this and several for- 
eign countries. 

Che report of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on the chemical bill is voluminous 
in that it is filled with statistical data re- 
garding imports and exports and census 
figures on the production of different 
chemicals, and comparative rates in the 
existing, or Payne law, and the pending 
bill. The discussion of the subject by 
Representative Harrison was __ confined 
mainly to a review of the details of the 
bill and an explanation of the report. 
Referring to the magnitude of the indus- 
try involved in the manufacture and sale 
of chemicals, and the imports of chemicals 
during the past year, Mr. Harrison, in 
opening his address, said:— 

Chemicals and allied products in the census 
of 1910 showed $2,000,000,000 worth of capital 
invested and nearly one and one-half billion 
doYars worth of products, with about $900,900, - 
000° worth of raw materials. Our imports in 
1910, under the head of ‘‘Chemicals and Allied 
Products,"’ amounted to nearly $144,000,000, 
representing 914 per cent. of our total imports, 
and made the largest single class of imports 
coming into our country. Our export trade 
in these products has doubled from 1897 to 
1906, showing a more rapid increase than does 
any other country in this respect, our exports of 
chemicals in 1911 being nearly $39,000,000. 

Our imports under Schedule A, which were 
dutiable in 1911, under the Payne law were 
$48,869,000 worth, upon which we_ collected 
duties of a little more than $12,500,000, at an 
average ad valorem rate of 25% per cent. The 
imports estimated under our dutiable list of 
Schedule A for the fiscal year are $96,770,000, 
with duties estimated at $16,120,000, at an av- 
erage ad valorem rate of 16% per cent., show- 
ing am expected increase in revenue of at 
least $3,500,000, with a reduction in the ad 
valorem rates of the dutiable list from 25% 
per cent. to 16% per cent. 

A considerable part of Mr. Harrison’s 
address was given to a political discussion 
and debate with the Republican leaders 
regarding the manner in which the chemi- 
cal bill was prepared and the services, 
little or much, which the committee re- 
ceived from the Tariff Board. 

It is possible that a hint was given by 
Representative Harrison in the course of 
this debate as to the action which may 
ultimately be taken by the Democratic 
membérs under the direction of the Ways 
and Means Committee in dealing with the 
Tariff Board. The inference has been 
drawn by close observers of the situation 
here that in view of the acknowledged 
valuable data which the committee re- 
ceived from the Tariff Board in the prep- 
aration of the chemical bill, the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means would hardly be 
in position to favor the abolishment of 
the Tariff Board or the denial of the nec- 
essary appropriation to carry on the work 
of the board in investigating tariff mat- 
ters. When the question was put directly 
to Mr. Harrison as to his opinion on the 
subject, he said that he would favor the 
maintenance of a corps of experts to work 
under the direction of the Ways and 
Means Committee, but he did not favor a 
Presidential board of tariff investigators, 
This may mean that the Democratic lead- 
ers are arranging to deny an appropria- 
tion for continuing the work of the Tariff 
Board and to make an appropriation for 
the employment, under the direction of 
the Ways and Means Committee, of a 
continued corps of expert investigators to 
look into tariff matters. 

Mr. Harrison in entering upon an elab- 
orate analytical discussion of the chemical 
bill made the statement that ‘‘an investi- 
gation of the chemical industry in the 
United States disclosed the fact that this 
industry, perhaps to a greater degree than 
any other one in the tariff, can stand upon 
its own feet, and need not fear invasion 
from the foreign manufacturers in that 
great class of chemicals which are the sub- 
ject of either patents or secret processes. A 
very large proportion of the articles cov- 
ered by Schedule A are manufactured 
either by a secret process or under a 
patent, and in both cases the existence of 
a monopoly is easily brought about. In 
some cases there is reason to fear that 
these monopolies are international; but, 
certainly, as to two branches of the chem- 
ical industry, monopolies exist in the 
United States to which existing prohibitive 
tariff rates have afforded the opportunity 
to come into existence, 

“These two branches are unquestionably 
the manufacture of heavy chemicals and 
the manufacture of medicinal prepara- 
tions. Medicinal preparations are the sub- 
ject of about the tightest little combi- 
nation of all. There have been five lead- 
ing drug firms which sold to the retailer 
at about uniform prices, and which prac- 
ticed all the familiar machinations of 
trusts when an outside manufacturer at- 
tempted to sell to those dealers at a 
cheaper rate. The same sort of combina- 
tion has existed in the manufacture and 
production of heavy chemicals. These are 
more or less protected from foreign in- 
vasion because of their bulk and size, But 
all the same they have had prohibitive 
rates, and the manufacturers of heavy 
chemicals have also divided up their terri- 
tory, fixed prices. and the customer who 
sought to buy of them must either pay 
their prices or starve.”’ 

Mr. Harrison also discussed the subject 
of wages and the development of the 
chemical industry in the country from 
statistics taken from the latest reports of 
the Bureau of the Census. Going into 
some of the details of the bill, Mr, Har- 
rison gave the following reference to the 
proposed rates in the bill compared with 
the rates of the Payne law, and referring 
to sulphuric acid, he said:— 

Now, the tax laid upon this in the Payne 
law was #5 a ton, and that was done in spite 
of the fact that from the nature of the sub- 
stance it is very difficult to import. It has 
been sold by a combination of manufacturers 
in the neighborhood of $20, where it has cost 
a little more than one-third. of that amount 
to manufacture. This bill of ours places sul- 
phurie acid on the free list, in the hope that 
importations may be stimulated and may break 
the manufacturers’ ring. Another inconsist- 
ency of the Payne law was the taxing of tannic 
acid at 35 cents a pound and gallic acid, which 
is made out of tannic acid, at 8 cents a pound. 
This bill has corrected that. Another incon- 
sistency in the present law which I will take 
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up is the tax on yellow prussiate of potash 
at about 40 per cent, ad valorem and potassium 
cyanide, which is made out of it, taxed at 
12% per cent. ad valorem. Again, in the Payne 
law, phosphorus was on the tax list and phos- 
phoric acid, which is made out of phosphorus, 
was on the free list. This bill has reversed 
that process. Another matter which was in 
need of attention was the classification and 
taxation of coal-tar products. We at present 
import about two-thirds of the coal-tar prod- 
ucts used in the manufactures in this country, 
and in order to readjust the revenue collected 
on the industry we have lowered the rate on 
the coal-tar dyes and colors from 30 to 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, and on all other products 
of coal] tar not specifically mentioned we have 
lowered the rate from 20 to 15 per cent, ad 
valorem. On the other hand, many of the 
intermediate products or primary stages of 
distillation or manufacture of coal-tar products 
we have taken off the free list and have 
taxed at from 5 to 10 per cent, ad valorem 
rates, an arrangement which we believe pro- 
duces the first scientific revision of the coal- 
tar schedule ever seen in American tariff mak- 
ing. 

On the subject of the specific rates car- 
ried in the bill, which has already been 
explained, and the departure from the 
policies of the Democratic tariff makers, 
Mr. Harrison gave the following explana- 
tion:— 

Now, taking up the subject of the method of 
taxation adopted in this bill, it will be imme- 
diately seen that the Democratic Ways and 
Means Committee have for the first time rec- 
ommended to the House a bill carrying specific 
rates of taxation. Schedule A of the Payne 
law contains 83 paragraphs. Of these, 50 are 
straight-out ad valorem paragraphs, 8 have 
compound rates, and 25 only have specific rates. 
The Democratic bill contains only 76 para- 
graphs, owing to the thorough and complete 
classifications which the committee has under- 
taken, and of those 30 are specific, 10 are 
mixed and 36 are ad valorem. It will be 
at once perceived that the Democratic commit- 


tee, instead of adopting straight ad valorem 
rates, has extended the number of specific 
rates contained in the Payne bill in this 


schedule. And in explanation of that I would 
say that upon investigation pursued at the cus- 
tom house we ascertained that Schedule A, of 
all the schedules in the tariff, is the one to 
which ad valorem rates of taxation are least 
applicable. Now, the reason for that is that 
whereas most objects which come in at the cus- 
tom house can be visually differentiated from 
one another, chemicals cannot be, as a general 
rule. They come in the form of gases, liquids 
or solids. which it is difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to distinguish by the eye, or by the nose, 
or by taste, and the result is that an analysis 
has often to be made to determine the nature 
of the importation. Now, as an example of 
that, take a handful of red lumpy salts. The 
eustoms official cannot tell by looking at it 
whether that is platinum chloride, which is 
worth $35 an ounce, or whether it is iron 
chloride, worth 5 cents a pound, In order to 
determine between the two he has to make 
what he calls a qualitative analysis, which is 
a comparatively easy and simple process, but 
if these two chlorides are mixed together in 
the salts that come in, as is generally the 
case, it becomes necessary to determine not 
only which preponderates, but the value of 
that salt, and that is what would be required 
if you are to apply ad valorem rates of taxa- 
tion. Then it becomes necessary to make a 
quantitative analysis, which is a difficult, ex- 
pensive and tedious process, and which is very 
uncertain in its final result, because the chem- 
ist noc only feels the necessity of ascertaining 
the purity of the importation, but the uses to 
which it has to be put. The result of having 
had to do this so often in the past has been 
years of delay in the final payment of duties. 
In consequence. we have made 30 of our para- 
graphs cerry straight specific rates. | 

On the other hand, in fixing those ad valorem 
rates which we have applied to the bill we 
have attempted to evade this difficulty in 12 
cases—those in which it was thought necessary 
—by applying a specific minimum rate, For 
example, we have said that a certain commod- 
ity is to be taxed 25 per cent. ad valorem, but 
not less than 2 cents per pound. This, it is 
believed, is a new departure in tariff taxation, 
and as to these articles which we tax ad va- 
lorem and which it is difficult to distinguish 
or differentiate, it is the best method to prevent 
fraudulent undervaluations and dumpings into 
the United States. 

The discussion by Mr. Harrison of the 
changes from the free list and dutiable 
list of the Payne law to the dutiable and 
free list of the pending bill, and his expla- 
nation for the increased duties on some of 
the so-called “luxuries,”’ such as_perfu- 
mery, toilet soaps, etc., or the reduction 
of what has been charged to be the high 
rates of duty of the Payne law, Mr. 
Harrison, among other things, says:— 


But this bill, by levying a tax upon materials 
used in the manufacture of toilet soaps and 
perfumes and varnishes, and other luxurious 
objects, will compel the manufacturers of 
those products in the United States to shoulder 
their share of the burdens of tariff taxation. 

In selecting from the free list articles for 
taxation careful attention has been paid in 
every instance to the uses to which the article 
was to be put; all those which enter into the 
manufacture of the necessaries of life have 
been left on the free list, and only those which 
go to make up luxuries have been taxed. 
The rates have been made 20 per cent. on the 
raw materials for making perfumes, about 10 
per cent. on varnish gums and about 3 to 4 
per cent. on the tropical oils for making high- 
grade toilet soaps. And to prevent these 
manufacturers unloading upon the public the 
taxes upon these materials in the form of in- 
creased prices, we have at the same _ time 
lowered the rates upon their finished products, 
so as to permit importations from abroad. In 
the case of perfumes, however, the Payne rates 
were retained as a revenue measure, 


Following this discussion, Mr. Harrison 
examined into each change made in the 
rates of duty running throughout the va- 
rious paragraphs of the chemical sched- 
ule, and his remarks on the subject of the 
paint and varnish paragraphs in the bill 
were:— 

I want to call attention to the fact that we 
have made a very great reduction in paints, 
pigments and varnishes. The paint manufac- 
ture in the United States is one of the most 
highly developed industries, and immense quan- 
tities of paints and varnishes are exported. 
The present tariff has permitted less than 1 
per cent. of the consumption to be imported. 
The prohibitive rate which exists permits the 
paint manufacturers of the United States to 
eharge extortionate prices. In many places 
throughout the country districts you can see 
barns and farmhouses that have not been 
painted for years, because the price of paint 
is too high. We have cut the tax on the 
finished products of paint from 30 to 20 per 
cent, and upon the pigments, which are of the 
kind that farmers use, in the following rates:— 
Venetian red, from 30 per cent. to 20 per cent.; 
zine white, from 40 per cent. to 15 per cent.; 
lead pigments, from 60 per cent. to 25 per 
vent., and there is a 18 per cent. cut in linseed 
oil. Paints are for the first time put on a 
competitive basis, and prices will come down. 


Mr. Harrison gave careful attention, by 


way of explanation, to the features of the 
report of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee on the necessity for reducing duties 
on chemicals which enter into the pro- 
duction of textiles, paper, etc. Mr. Har- 
rison reviewed these reductions in his 
speech, and a summary of them in 
one part of his speech was given as 
follows:— 

Bearing in mind the fact that the Democrats 
have proposed in other bills to put the woolen 
manufacturing and the cotton manufacturing 
industries upon a competitive basis, they have 
endeavored in this bill to put the materials 
of manufacture which are covered by Schedule 
A also on a competitive basis, to the end that 
the manufacturers may receive these materials 
cheaper, and, through the manufacturers, that 
the consuming public may benefit by these 
cuts. The cotton and wool manufacturing in- 
dustries are the largest consumers of chemicals 
in this country. In some cotton-finishing mills 
the cost of chemicals is at least 10 per cent. 
of the cost of production. Here are the im- 
portant chemicals used by cotton manufac- 
turers, with our reductions in the rates:—Acetic 
acid, from % cent and 2 cents per pound to 
the free list; formic acid, from 25 per cent. to 
23 per cent; oxalic acid, from 2 cents per pound 
to 1% cents per pound; tannic acid, from 35 
cents per pound to 4 cents per pound; caustic 
soda, from % cent per pound to 4 cent per 
pound; vegetable dyes, from 15 per cent. to 10 
per cent; logwood extracts, from % cent per 
pound to %s cent per pound; coal-tar dyes, from 
30 per cent. to 25 per cent., while some of the 
lower grades are raised, 

In the woolen industry immense quantities 
of chemicals are used, some of which, with 
their reductions in our bill, are as follows:— 
Acetic acid, from 16 per cent, to the free list; 
oxalic acid, from 38 per cent. to 25 per cent.; 
bichromate of potash, 30 per cent. to 13 per 
cent.; hyposulpkite of soda, % cent per pound 
to 4% cent per pound; carbonate of soda, 4 cent 
per pound to 4% cent per pound; logwood ex- 
tract, 7% cent per pound to % cent per pound; 
coal-tar dyes, from 30 per cent. to 25 per cent., 
with some raises :n the lower grades; sul- 
phuric acid, from 18 per cent. to the free list, 
and formic acid, from 25 per cent. to 23 per 
cent. % 

Considerable attention was also given 
by Mr. Harrison to duties imposed under 
the bill on habit-forming drugs and to the 
justification which he believes the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means finds for in- 
creasing the duties on opium, morphine, 
etc., to nearly double the rates of the 
Payne law. These increases, Mr. Harri- 
son says, were for the purpose of raising 
revenue and to restrict the use of habit- 
forming drugs, and he declares the reduc- 
tions in duties range from 10 to 30 per 
cent. on medicines and medicinal com- 
pounds carried in the bill are of more 
benefit to the people of the country than 
the aggregate detriment from the in- 
creases in duty carried in other parts of 
the industry. 

The discussion of the bill from the Re- 
publican side in the debate was largely 
carried on by Representative Longworth, 
of Ohio, a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who devoted his at- 
tention to a political attack upon the 
methods employed in framing the bill as 
those methods were employed by the 
Democratic majority, and referring to a 
number of alleged crudities and inaccu- 
racies in the bill, he asserted that the 
Democrats have failed in their efforts to 
perfect a measure along the lines that 
are distinetly different from any the 
Democratic majority has adopted in the 
preparation of other tariff bills. 

A part of the discussion of the subject 
in the general debate was participated in 
cn the technical side by Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, the floor leader of the 
Republican side, who enumerated what 
he alleges to be those points in the bill 
which are calculated to destroy public 
confidence in the measure, bring dissatis- 
faction to the manufacturers of chemicals 
in this country, and demonstrate the un- 
wisdom of passing a tariff bill along the 
lines of this measure as prepared by the 
committee. 

Referring to the subject of argols, or 
crude tartar, Representative Mann as- 
serted that the course pursued by the 
committee in framing this section consti 
tutes a “‘fair sample of what the bill does. 
It increases the duty on the raw material 
100 per cent. and reduces the duty on the 
manufactured product 50 per cent.” Re- 
ferring to other features of the bill, Mr. 
Mann said:— 


What more do you do in this 
take dead and creosote oil, the 
of which has vastly increased in the United 
States for the preservation of railway ties 
and other classes of wood, and of which we 
imported last year $2,384,000 worth, while 
they were on the free list and put the tariff 
on them. Is that to the interest of the 
people of the country? You take a non- 
competitive article from the free list and put 
it upon the dutiable list in order to prevent 
the consumption of that article in the preser- 
vation of the woods of the country. 

Mr. Harrison of New York:—The gentle- 
man surely remembers that the Payne law 
placed the duty on creosote oil, and it was 
stricken from the 4utiable list and put on 
the free list by the Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury. The intention of the law was 
to tax it 20 per cent. We put a 5 per cent. 
tax on it, 

Mr. Mann:—Mr. Chairman, 
statement is absolutely incorrect. The Payne 
law puts this article upon the free list, and 
the gentleman can find it. There is a pro- 
vision of law covering it in the free list. 
A treasury decision decided a certain class 
of this oil belonged under that provision of 
the law. I went over the matter myself 
with the treasury officials on the subject, 
and while they and we were trying to add two 
the preservation of the wood of the country 
by admitting this creosote oil free, you are 
putting a tariff on it in order to destroy 
the wood of the country and prevent its 
preservation. 

We imported last year 
gum arabic, used every day by 
of our country of all classes—a non-competi 
tive article. We admit that article free of 
duty; you put a tariff on it of one-half of 1 
per cent. a pound. Is that in the interests of 
the people? Ig that Democratic tariff policy? 
We imported last year of gum damar over 
12,187,000 pounds, used in the manufacture of 
varnish in the country. We admit it free of 
duty. You put a tariff on of 1 cent a pound 
We imported last year government copal to 
the extent of 10,916,000 pounds, used in the 
manufacture of varnish—and varnish goes 
into the daily life of every citizen of the 
country—and we admitted it free of duty, while 
you put a tax of one-half of 1 cent a pound 
upon it, 

We imported last year over 15,497,000 pounds 
of gum shellac, used constantly in the manu- 
facture of varnishes and certain -kinds of 
paints. We admitted it free of duty; you put 
a tax on it of 1% cents per pound.

We imported Jast year crude indigo to the 
extent of $1,152,000 worth. Indigo is the 
basis for the bluing for the wash women olf 
the land. We admit it free of duty, You 


tax the wash women 10 per cent. 


We imported last year 210,000 pounds of 
iodine, the very basis of much of the anti- 
septic surgery of the land. We admitted it 


free of duty; you put a tax on it of 10 cents 
a pound, 

Mr. Harrison, of New 
is aware that we reduced the 
resublimed, iodoform, and 
iodate. 

Mr, Mann:—I am aware of the fact that 
where a thing is manufactured in this country 
from a foreign crude .article you raise the 
tariff on the crude article and reduce the 
tariff on the finished product, in order to 
transfer the industry to other countries, if 
that is any satisfaction. 

We imported last year 126,140,000 pounds of 
crude licorice. It does not come into com- 
petition with anything in this country. We 
admitted it free of duty. You put a duty of 
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fifteen one-hundredths of a cent tax on each 
pound of it. 
We imported last year 23,193,000 pounds 


of unground black and white pepper. What a 
strange inconsistency the gentleman must ex- 
plain in his bill! Cayenne pepper is the pep- 
per for the rich. That is the luxury article. 
You find very little of it on the tables of 
the poor, but black pepper is found on every 
poor man’s table in this wide land. We 
admitted the black pepper free, and put a 
tax upon the cayenne pepper. You put a tax 
upon the black pepper and decreased the tax 
on the luxury, the cayenne pepper. 

We imported last year nearly 5,840,000 gal- 
lons of Chinese nut oil, a necessary article 
in the manufacture of varnishes in 
this country, of great importance in 
the State of my distinguished friend from 
Indiana who is facing me. We admitted it 
free of duty, it being non-competitive. You put 
a tax on it of 5 cents for each gallon. 

We imported last year over 51,000,000 pounds 
of unrefined cocoanut oil, of great value in 
many directions in the country. It is the 
basis of much of the soap of the iand. We 
admitted it free of duty. You put a tax on 
it of ™4 cent a pound. 

We imported last year nearly 6,000,000 pounds 
of palm oil, useful for the same purposes. We 
admitted it free of duty. You tax it % cent 
a pound, 

We imported last year over 41,000,000 poundg 
of soya-bean oil, used for manifold purposes— 
a practically non-competitive article. We ad. 
mitted it free of duty. You tax it 4% cent a 
pound. 

We imported last year 1,140,000 pounds of 
crude vanilla beans. If the gentleman from 
New York [Mr. Harrison] had consulted his 
‘‘better half’’ he would have discovered that 
it was not easy in this country to run a house- 
hold without vanilla extract. We admit the 
vanilla beans free of duty. You tax them 50 
cents a pound, Is that in the interest of the 
poor people that you cry aloud about in the 
country? We admitted these articles free of 
duty to the extent of over $40,000,000 worth, 
which you put on the dutiable list in your bill. 

I wish I had time to take up the provisions 
of the drug paragraph in this bill. We are to- 


day admitting the crude drugs free of duty. 
Through an amendment which you slip in 
under a paragraph purporting to retain these 


drugs upon the free list, you practically 
them all upon the dutiable list. The gentle- 
man shakes his head. I will tell him. It is 
as plain as the nose on a man’s face. Under 
existing law drugs, barks, beans, berries and 
other such things in a crude state are admitted 
free of duty when not advanced in value or 
condition by process or treatment beyond that 
essential to the proper packing of the drugs 
and the prevention of decay or deterioration 
pending manufacture. ‘The existing law per- 
mits those articles to be packed or preserved 
in such a way that they may be brought into 
this country for manufacture into the finished 


put 


product. You have inserted a provision into 
the bill which destroys it as a free-list propo- 
sition. You say:— 

“When not advanced in value or condition by 
peeling. shredding, grinding, chipping, crush- 
ng.” 

And so forth. 


You cannot bring any of them into the coun- 
try unless they have been prepared in one of 
these ways. How would you bring in barks 
without peeling? Do you expect us to import 
from South America the entire log in order to 
get the bark of quinine or other substance? Yet 
under the terms of this bill if they do those 
things which are necessary in order to bring 
the crude material into our country the article 
is placed upon the dutiable list, expressly in 
ohe paragraph of the bill, and indirectly in the 
paragraph relating to the free list. 

During the progress of the debate on 
the chemical bill by paragraphs many ef- 
forts were made by the Republican mem- 
bers cf the House to’ bring about amend- 
ments in ‘the measure, and a minor 
change was made by the Democratic ma- 
jority upon the recommendation of the 
Ways and Meaus Committee. In connec- 
tion with the statements made on both 
sides as to particular paragraphs in the 
chemical bill, a number of letters and tel- 
egrams were introduced from representa- 
tives of the various chemical, paint, oil 
and drug trades in different parts of the 
country, expressing opinions regarding 
the merits or demerits of the proposed 
changes in the existing law »y this chem- 
ical revision bill. 

The first paragraph in the dutiable list 
relating to acids wus attacked by Repre- 
sentative Mann, of Illinois, with a propo- 
sition to strike out benzoic acid, dutiable 
under the paragraph at 5 cents a pound. 
After some discussion between Mr. Mana 
end Mr. Harrison, of New York, regard- 
ing the uses of benzoic acid, Mr. Mann's 
amendment was rejected by the House, 

During a discussion of the subject 
phthalic acid, dutiable at 5 cents per 
peund under the acid paragraph, Repr« 
sentative Bartholdt, of St. Louis, pre- 
sented the following letter on behalf of 
chemical manufacturers in St. Louis:— 


St. Louis, Feb. 17, 
Hon, Richard Bartholdt, House of 
tives, Washington, D. C. 

Mr Dear Mr. Bartholdt:—I 
a copy of the bill which 
duties on chemical products, This bill, if en- 
acted into law, means nothing more nor less 
than disaster to the greater part of the chem- 
ical industry of this country, and as for us, it 
would put us completely out of business 

We have an’ investment here of about 
2£°70,000; our sales last year were in excess of 
$400,000, and to produce the goods which made 
up this amount we paid for wages and salaries 
close to $100,000, 

Every industry’ must be prepared more or 
less for possible changes in the. tariff, but it 
is hard to believe that any Congressman sent 
to Washington for the express purpose of safe 
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guarding the interests of his constituents can 


be so absolutély devoid of knowledge of: the 
industrial conditions, or so fanatic in his be- 
lief in theoretical principles, as to intention- 


ally wipe off the map of the United States in- 
dustries which have been established against 
great odds, and which promise to make the 
people of this country more and more inde- 
pendent of foreign supplies, 

The direct result of the passing of such a bill 
as now proposed will mean the cutting off of 
the means of subsistence of thousands of wage 


earners, both of the laboring and of the pro- 
fessional class, throwing them on the streets 
with no prospects in sight for new employ- 
ment, 

As I have told you before, the chemical 


manufacturing industry, and more particularly 
the organic line, is in its infancy in this coun- 
try and needs governmental support in order 
to grow. Look at Germany and ‘its tremendous 
growth in chemical manufacture, and more 
particularly within the last ten to twenty 
years. Why? Because of the constant and 
practical encouragement and protection received 
at the hands of the German Government. 

To show you how this bill will work on us if 
enacted into law, I desire to call your attention 
to a few of the numerous instances of unex- 
plainable conditions. 

In paragraph 1 the duty proposed on phtalic 
acid is 5 cents per pound, equal to about 20 
per cent, of its value, and in paragraph 5 it is 
proposed to reduce the duty on the medicinal 
product in which it is used to 1 per cent. 
thus making the duty 20 per cent. on the raw 
material and 15 per cent. on the finished prod- 
uct. 

Where is the logic in such legislation? Are 
we to support and foster foreign industry? 

The note at the bottom of page 2 states that 
phtalic acid is used in the manufacture of coal- 
tar dyes. This is not correct, especially not 
when applied to this country, where a great 
bulk of this raw material is used in the manu- 
facture of medicinal products. 

In the same paragraph a duty of 2 cents per 
pound is proposed on phosphoric acid, equal 
to about 25 per cent. of the value when applied 
to the quality we use, i. e., 45 degrees Baumé, 
and with conditions as to the finished medicinal 
product similar to that above stated. 

Paragraph 15 proposes to assess a duty of 
75 cents per pound on caffeine with the state- 
ment that the equivalent ad valorem (per cent.) 
is 41.25, while, as a matter of fact it igs 23.80, 
the correct value of caffeine being both here 
and abroad $3.15 per pound, and not $1.82 per 
pound, the average unit chosen as _ basis. 
As against this, a duty of 1 cent per pound is 
proposed on the raw material—tea waste, tea 
siftings, etc.—which is equivalent to 40 per 
eent. of the actual value. Therefore, we have 
a duty of 23.8, or about 25 per cent., on the 
finished goods with a‘duty of 40 per cent. on 
the raw material. 

Paragraph 18. Chemical and medicinal com- 
pounds and preparations containing alcohol, if 
enacted into law, would stop the manufacture 


of a number of medicinal products in the 
United States. particularly chloral hydrate, 
which product is now manufactured here 


against great odds on account of the favorable 
position German manufacturers occupy, both as 
to chlorine and alcohol, the chief raw materials 
for its production. 

Paragraph 41 proposes to assess a duty on 
cloves of 2 cents per pound, equal to about 
20 per cent. of their value, while the duty on 
vanillin, which is made from cloves, suffers a 
reduction of from 20 cents per ounce to 10 
cents per ounce, or 50.per cent. reduct'on. 

In paragraph 23 it proposes to assess a duty 
of 5 per cent., and in paragraph 24 10 per cent., 
on coal-tar products, such as benzol, toluol, 
ete., which heretofore have been on the free 
list, and which products are essential raw ma- 
terials for all chemical manufactures. 

You @an readily see from the foregoing 
how impossible it would be for chemical man- 
ufactory to exist under such conditions, and for 
the life of me I cannot see what is to be gained 
by such a bill, excepting the intentional de- 
Struction of chemical manufacture in ikke 
United States. 

I will be pleased to have

Mr. Mann's amendment to strike out 
phthalic acid was rejected. 

An effort was' made by the Republican 
leaders to amend paragraph 4 of the bill 
relating to blood albumen 2 cents a 
pound, and egg albumen 6 cents a pound. 
This provision of the proposed bill in- 
creases these duties and the Republican 


leaders attempted to restore the duties of 
the Payne law. In resisting this effort 
Representative Harrison’ stated that 


“paragraph 4 of the Underwood bill is 
taken from the agricultural schedule of 
tne Payne law and a reduction from 3 
cents a pound to 2 cents a pound is made 
in blood albumen, which is used in dye- 
ing and in printing textiles, and an in- 
crease from 3 cents a pound to 6 cents a 
pound is made in egg albumen, which is 
used about half in making photographic 
films and a half in making baking pow- 
der. The raise was made as a revenue 
proposition, the increase in revenue under 
the raised rate showing from $27,000 to 
$46,000. 

‘“‘Now as to the use of albumen in mak- 
ing baking powder, about 4 ounces of this . 
material are used in making 100 pounds 
of baking powder. It is believed that the 
Baking Powder Trust can stand this ad- 
ditional taxation upon their material of 
manufacture. But I will call the atten- 
tion of the committee at the same time 
to the fact that, as I said yesterday, we 
have reduced the rate on alum, which 
enters into the making of most baking 
powders, from 37 per cent. to 15 per cent, ; 
and on bicarbonate of soda, which com- 
prises about a quarter of the bulk of bak- 
ing powder, we have reduced the tariff 
taxation from three-quarters of a cent a 
pound to one-quarter of a cent a pound: 
and on cream of tartar we have cut the 
duty from 8 cents a pound to 2% cents a 
pound, which, I think, leaves the trade 
in a favorable condition and materially 
increases the revenue. i hope the amend- 
ment of the gentleman from Illinois will 
not prevail,”’ 

The amendment offered by the Republi- 
cans was rejected. 

The Republicans, under the leadership 
of Mr. Mann, also attempted to restore 
to the free list alizarin, mentioned in para- 
graph 6 of the bill. This article was trans- 
ferred from the free list to the dutiable 
list by the pending bill and in the state- 
ment regarding this subject, which re- 
sulted in efforts by the Republicans to 
restore the item to the free list, Represen- 
tative Harrison said that it was a revenue 
proposition solely and that the framers of 
the bill expect $65,000 in duties by placing 
a tax On alizarin. He said that ‘‘eventu- 
ally it is probable that both alizarin and 
indigoes in which the synthetic manufac- 
tures have already displaced the natural 
product will themselves be replaced by 
other coal-tar derivatives.”” For ‘this rea- 
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son, Mr. Harrison stated, the other coal- 
tar derivatives, creosote and anthracene 
oil, are placed on the dutiable list at 6 
per cent. 

At this stage of the consideration of the 
bill, Mr. Catlin, of Missouri, introduced 
the fo.iowing letter from the Mallinckrodt 
Chemicals Works:— 

Mallinckrodt Chemical Works, 
St. Louis, Feb. 17, 1912. 
Hon. Theron Catlin, I'nited States House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C 

Dear Theron We are manufacturing a large 
line—some 500 = items—of medicinal, photo- 
graphic and other fine chemicals, and the pres- 
ent duty on the products, with a few excep- 
tions, is covered by the 25 per cent. ad 
valorem schedule. If you will compare this 
rate of duty with the rate imposed on the 
products of textile, iron and other industries 
you will find that the rate is comparatively 
small. Considering that in the other larger 
industries production is mostly through ma- 
chinery, while our products are the result of 
handwork by skilled laborers and chemists, 
the unjust discrimination against us will be- 
come apparent, and it is a fact that the im- 
portation of German chemicals has been stead- 
ily increasing for a number of years and that 
American manufacturers find it difficult, even 
with a 25 per cent. ad valorem duty, to com- 
pete. The higher cost of not only labor, but 
of most materials, and all things that enter 
into the making up of a manufacturing plant 
more than offsets the 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
Every article of machinery, porcelain, stone- 
ware, etc., which we import pays a duty of 
50 to 75 per cent., and these articles are left 
unchanged in the present Underwood bill If 
the ad valorem duty of 25 per cent. on chem- 
icals is reduced to i6 per cent., as contem- 
plated under section 7 of the Underwood bill, 
we shall have to discontinue the manufacture 
of a large number of articles and become im- 
porters. 

Section 8 reduces the duty on ammonium car- 
bonate from 1% cents to % cent per pound 
and anhydrous ammonia from 5 cents per 
pound to 24%, cents per pound. The present 
duty on ammonium carbonate is barely suffi- 
cient protection, and large quantities of the 
English article are imported. A duty of only 
2% cents per pound on anhydrous ammonia will 
give the foreign manufacturers an opportunity 
to compete successfully in this country with 
American manufacturers. 

Section 16 reduces the ad valorem duty on 
calomel and other mercurials from 35 per cent. 
to 15 per cent. ad valorem. As the duty on 
mercury, from which these preparations are 
made, is 7 cents per pound, the change would 
result in turning the market over to the foreign 
manufacturers. 

Strychnine and salts now pay a duty of 15 
cents per ounce and are placed on the free 
list. This action would certainly give the for- 
eign manufacturers the advantage over Amer- 
icans. Why this article, which is so difficult 
to manufacture, should be singled out for such 
unwarranted treatment [ am unable to under- 
stand. The duty on strychnine, in my recol- 
lection, has been successively reduced under the 
different tariff revisions from $1 per ounce to 
15 cents under the Payne-Aldrich bill and the 
latter protection is certainly disproportionate 
to the protection afforded other and much more 
important articles. 

I shall be obliged to you for any efforts you

When the paragraph relating to argola, 
or crude tartar, was reached, Representa- 
tive Mann introduced an amendment in- 
tended to strike out the words of the 
paragraph and insert -“‘argols or crude 
tartar or wine lees crude or partly refined 
containing not more than 90) per cent. of 
potassium bitartrate, 10 per cent: ad va- 
volarem.’’ There was a repetition during 
the course of this debate of what was 
engendered during the general debate of 
the bill regarding the alleged policy of 
the Democrats as indicated in this part 
of the bill of imposing heavier duties upon 
raw materials than upon finished prod- 
ucts. Representative Mann in attacking 
this policy declared that in the Payne 
law the tariff on the raw article was re- 
duced from 10 per cent. to 5 per cent., and 
the tariff was reduced on the finished 
product. He asserted that in the pending 
bill it is now proposed to increase the 
tariff on the raw material and also de- 
crease the tariff on the finished product, 
which means a practical abandonment of 
the industry in this country. In defend- 
ing this policy, especially with respect to 
argols, Chairman Underwood, of the Ways 
and Means Committee, made the follow- 
ing statement:— 

The raw product will be paid for by the 
manufacturer. The tax on the finished product 
will be paid by the people; but in the way we 
have written this bill we will lower the tax to 
the consumer and we will raise more revenue 
for the government. 

I do not believe that this change is sufficient 
to destroy any industry in this country, but it 
does make certain industries in this country 
pay a tax themselves that is now being borne 
by the consumer. The Republican party has 
always believed in the doctrine, as far as it 
was carried out, of untaxing the manufacturer 
absolutely and putting the entire burden of 
taxation on competitive articles that the con- 
sumer had to pay. 

In this bill the imports of argols, out of 
which cream of tartar is made, amounted to 
nearly 30.000,000 pounds last year under the 
Payne bill. The imports of cream of tartar 
amounted to only 23,000 pounds. The manu- 
facturer brought in thirty millions of raw ma- 
terials untaxed out of which to make a profit. 
He hai so prchibitive a tariff that there is 
practically no competition, and the government 

opened the door for his raw material, and then 
under the Payne bill gave him a prohibitive 
tariff and allowed him, behind that wall, to 
tax the American people. 

The effort of the Republicans to change 
this feature of the bill was defeated by 
the Democratic majority, as was also an 
effort made to change paragraph 10 re- 
lating to balsams, etc. 

An effort was also made to strike out 
paragraph 23 relating to coal-tar products, 
known as dead and creosote oil, ete. The 
purpose of Mr. Mann, on behalf of the 
Republicans, was to restore these articles 
to the free list, and in the brief discussion 
which followed it was demonstrated that 
there was a difference of opinion between 
Mr. Mann and Mr. Harrison as to how 
these coal-tar products were treated in 
the Payne law. Mr. Harrison declared 
that “under the Payne law creosote oil 
was on the tax list at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem. By a decision of an official of 
the Treasury Department creosote oil was 
reclassified and placed upon the free list. 
The subject has been one of much politi- 
cal discussion, and I do not propose to en- 
tertain the committee now with a further 
rehearing of the matter, but creosote oil 
at a 5 ver cent. ad valorem rate, it is cal- 
culated. will produce $115,000 worth of 
revenue, and more revenue in addition will 
be derived from naphthol, and perhaps 
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from some other subjects mentioned in 
paragraph 23 of our bill. I have already 
several times stated the basis or methods 
upon which we have rearranged the taxes 
on coal-tar products. Creosote oil and 
anthracene oil are among the primary 
coal-tar products, and we have put them 
at the lowest rate of tax that we have 
imposed upon any of the coal-tar prod- 
ucts.”’ 

In reply Representative Mann said, in 
contravention of the suggestion that creo- 
sote oil was on the dutiable list under the 
Payne law, that “paragraph 536 of the 
Payne tariff law, giving the item of the 
free list not on the dutiable list, includes 
coal tar, crude, pitch of coal tar and prod- 
ucts of coal tar known as dead or creo- 
sote oil, and a long list of other articles 
which have been now transferred under 
the various paragraphs of this bill from 
the free list to the dutiable list. What 
is the use of the gentleman saying that 
it was on the dutiable list under the 
Payne law?’ The House decided, how- 
ever, to sustain the committee in plac- 
ing duties upon coal-tar products. 

An effort was also made to change para- 
graph 24 covering coal-tar products known 
as aniline oil and salts, ete., and Mr, 
Mann in supporting the proposition said 
that the effect of his amendment would 
be to “strike them out of the dutiable 
list and they will then remain on the free 
list under the provisions of existing law. 
It is true that the gentleman from New 
York has frequently explained that it is 
the purpose of his side of the House to 
place coal-tar products upon the dutiable 
list. These coal-tar products are, in the 
main, by-products and basic products for 
the manufacture of other important ar- 
ticles. You do not encourage industry in 
our country by putting a tariff duty on 
these basic or crude products. You do 
encourage industry in our country by ad- 
initting them free of duty so that they 
can be used for ihe manufacture of other 
articles in our country, and, as the gen- 
tleman from New York has frequently 
stated that it has been their poiicy to 
place a duty upon these coal-tar products, 
basic articles, I say it is our policy to 
endeavor to build up the industries of our 
own country rather than the industries 
of countries foreign to our shores.” 

Replying tv the foregoing statement by 
Mr. Mann, Representative Harrison said 
that ‘“‘the latter half of these unpro- 
nounceable products were formerly taxed 
at 20 per cent., and the Payne law put 
them on the free list. They are not free 
raw materials. They are intermediate 
products, partly finished products, and it 
is a fair surmise that they were put on 
the free list in the Payne law simply for 
the benefit of one manufacturer in my 
State, who, with very little labor, assem- 
bles these products and has been selling 
them under a protective duty of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem on his finished products. 
It seems to me, and it seemed to me three 
years ago, that there are very proper sub- 
jects for taxation, and the low rate of 10 
per cent. which we have placed upon 
them, it is expected, will produce a rev- 
enue of $167,500." Mr. Mann’s amend- 
ment restoring these coal-tar products to 
the free list was defeated. 

A similar effort was made by Mr. Mann 
to restore to the free list the items men- 
tioned in paragraph 28 of the bill relating 
to barks, beans, berries, ete., and this was 
defeated, as wes also an effort to strike 
out paragraph 29 relating to ergot. This 
was followed by an effort to reduce duty 
on quebracho, in paragraph 31, from % 
cent a pound to 4 cent a pound. The ob- 
jection ‘raised by Mr. Harrison was that 
such ‘non-competitive products are the 
proper subject of taxation, and the pro- 
posed reduction from % of a cent a pound 
to 4% of a cent a pound would take from 
the government $112,000 of revenue.’’ The 
House rejected the amendment, 

An effort was made by Representative 

Browning, of New Jersey, to modify para- 
graph 37 of the bill, relating to gums. 
He called attention to the fact that these 
items are now on the free list in the 
Payne law, and declared that many of 
these articles are used in the production 
of varnishes and linoleum and that he 
“did not take kindly to a revision upward 
on an article so universally used in the 
homes of the laboring people as oilcloth, 
tloor covering, ete.’’ The House rejected 
the amendment, as it did also the amend- 
ment to restore indigu to the free list. 
The House also rejected amendments to 
restore to the free list iodine, mentioned 
in paragraph 40, and the changes in duties 
mentioned in paragraph 41, relating to 
leaves, roots, spices, ete., by taking out 
licorice, unground, Efforts ‘were made by 
the Republicans to transfer back to the 
free list from the dutiable list items men- 
tioned in paragraph 42, lemon juice, lime 
juice, etc., and paragraph 44, lime, citrate 
of, paragraph 45, relating to magnesia, 
and that part of paragraph 50 relating to 
oil expressed, covering cocoanut, palm oil, 
ete., including oils mostly used in the 
manufacture of soap. All of these efforts 
to change the bill were defeated by the 
majority supporting the Ways and Means 
Committee. In the course of this debate 
on the paragraph relating to oil a telegram 
was read by Representative Bartholdt, of 
St. Louis, from Norris B. Gregg, of that 
city, saying, “I earnestly request your 
prompt co-operation in opposing new tariff 
schedule in regard to paints, oil, and 
chemicals, which seriously threatens the 
general agricultural, mining and manufac- 
turing interests of this State, and earn- 
estly protest against the passage without 
full and complete investigation and hear- 
ing.”’ 
Phere was considerable discussion dur- 
ing the consideration of the duties on 
linseed oil, which is made dutiable at 13 
cents a gallon by the pending bill, against 
15 cents in the Payne law and 20 cents in 
the Dingley tariff. No amendment was 
offered changing the paragraph and it 
stands as reported by the committee. The 
committee also rejected an effort to re- 
store to the free list the item placed on 
the dutiable list covering denatured olive 
oil for manufacturing purposes, the duty 
on which is fixed at imree-eighths of a 
cent a pound in the pending bill, but this 
effort was defeated and the duties stand 
as the bill was reported. 

During the consideration of the oil para- 
graphs of the bill a telegram was pre- 
sented by Revresentative Browning, of 
New Jersey, from John Lucas & Co., 
Philadelphia, saying ‘‘we earnestly protest 
against changes in duties on paints and 
Oils proposed in new chemical schedule, 
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especially duty on china wood oil, which 
would double cost of about 50 per cent. of 
varnishes consumed.’’ An effort made by 
Mr. Browning to strike out the increased 
duty on Chinese nut oil was rejected by 
the House. Commenting upon the action, 
Representative Mann said, ‘‘we imported 
last year nearly 6,000,000 gallons of it at 
an expense of over $2,000,000. The present 
bill proposes to put a duty of 5 cents a 
gallon on this oil, which is now on the 
free list under the existing law.’’ The 
Hlouse refused to listen to the appeal for 
free Chinese nut oil and the 5 cents a 
gallon duty stands. Similar treatment 
Was accorded to peanut, almond, and 
various oils mentioned in paragraph 51, 
including distilled and essential oils, in 
the effort to restore them to the free list. 
Propositions for placing on the free list 
items mentioned in paragraph 54, amber- 
gris, eufleurage grease, etc., failed. 

When paragraph 69, relating to potash 
was reached, an effort was made by Rep- 
resentative Mann to change the paragraph 
by restoring unrefined caustic potash to 
the free list from the dutiable list. Speak- 
ing on this subject, Mr. Mann said:— 

My amendment, if agreed to, would leave 
erude saltpeter upon the free list. The bill 
proposes to place it upon the dutiable list. 
Another of those cases where it is proposed to 
put a tariff on the crude article and at the 
same time reduce the tariff, on the refined ar- 
ticle. If my recollection is correct, the pres- 
ent tariff on refined saltpeter is $10 a ton, and 
this bill proposes to put a tariff of $3 a ton 
on the crude article and reduce the tariff on 
the refined article $3 a ton. Gentlemen may 
imagine that that will maintain the industry 
in the country, but the result will be to drive 
out the refining of crude saltpeter in this coun- 
try and the bringing of refined saltpeter in 
from abroad and in the end largely increase the 
cost of sa'tpeter to those who use it in this 
country. 

Defending this proposition, Mr. Harrison 
said that Mr. Mann was mistaken in de- 
claring that refined nitrate of potash is 
made out of crude nitrate of potash. Mr. 
Harrison said:— 

The crude nitrate of potash is used in the 
manufacture of gunpowder and so is the re- 
fined nitrate of potash, but the latter is made 
out of petassium chloride and not eut of crude 
nitrate of potash. We have put a tax of 
$3 a ton on the crude nitrate of potash, an ad 
valorem equivalent of 4% per cent., at which 
rate we anticipate duties of more than $11,000, 
At the same time we have reduced the rate 
upon the refined nitrate of potash from 11 per 
cent. ad valorem to 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Mr. Mann's amendment was rejected, as 
were also efforts to restore to the free 
list vanilla beans, which are made duti- 
able under the pending bill, under para- 
graph 76, at 50 cents per pound. Mr. Har- 
rison, in defending the bill, said that the 
object of the proposed duty is “to tax 
a luxury and produce a revenue of $575,- 
000."" 

The subject of duties on barytes was al- 
so discussed at considerable length, be- 
cause of the action of the Ways and 
Means Committee in proposing to reduce 
the duties from $1.50 per ton, which is 
provided for in the existing law, being 
an increase of 75 cents over the rate car- 
ried in the Dingley law, down to 40 cents 
in the pending bill. This reduction was 
sharply criticised by Representative Bart- 
holdt, and in the course of the debate a 
letter was presented from Charles A. Wel- 
ler, of Knoxville, Tenn., addressed to 
Representative Austin, from that State, 
discussing the subject as follows:-- 

My Dear Sir—As I understand it, the new 
schedule propcsed on chemicals embraces a 
change in the present tariff covering barytes. 
This change, as I have gotten it, is meant to 
be misleading, so as not only to put this prod- 
uct back to the old rate, but even lower, by 
subscituting an ad valorem for the present rate 
under pigments for paints, etc. For example, 
they are calling the ore barytes earth unmanu- 
factured, which now carries a rate of $1.50 per 
ton and is selling in this country at $6.75, in- 
cluding the duty of $1.50 and freight $1.90. 
The proposed schedule is 45 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, which, »s I understand, will apply on 
the cost of the ore at the mines, which is 
around about $1.40 per ton. As to the cost at 
the mines, TI have this information from Hon. 
Robert F. Skinner, consul general at Hamburg, 
Germany :-—

It will cost something from docks to plants, 
but that shovld not be considered, however. 
The total price now asked in New York and 
Philadelphia ig $675 per long ton. Our freight 
rate to New York is, in long tons, $5.21; to 
Philadelphia, $4.09: so you can see what our 
competition is with the duty at $1.50, whereas 
the new duty would be. as I understand it, 45 
per cent. of $1.42—about 64 cents. The new 
sehedule on the ground product is 40 per cent. 
ad valorem, and the old rate $5.25 per short 
ton; deducting the cost of ore, milling and 
transportation, they get about $7 per ton, a 
good price in Germany; this reduces the duty 
to about $2.85 per ton, and so, with the high- 
est product made, the artificial carbonate, the 
proposed rate is 30 per cent. ad valorem when 
the present race is 4% cent per pound. 

At the prices named you the foreign ores 
now command about 65 to 75 per cent. of the 
business of the United States, but since the 
duty was raised at last Congress there has 
been great activity in the development of the 
American ores and manufacture of this prod- 
uct; but if this reduction is made it will cer- 
tainly kill the business, as we cannot compete 
with water rater. 

We have in this district, as well as in other 
sections of the South, the largest deposits of 
barytes in this country, which has just been 
placed in a position to be handled, at a small 
profit, and large amounts raised to develop the 
business, but if the present duty is lowered, as 
preposed, it will kill off a large business in 
this country and give it to foreign markets, 
and, in turn, benefit only three or four large 
importers. 

I will he glad to have any information you 
can give on this subject, as well as your as- 
sistance in defeating a measure that will kill 
an industry that could not live heretofore be- 
cause of a lack of protection with a proposed 
change in the duty that will make it still lower 
than ever before when really there should be 
an increase on the present rates of duty. 

Thanking you for your attention to this mat- 
ter, and with kind regards, I remain, 

In reply to the criticism of the rate fixed 
in the bill, Representative Harrison de- 
clared that in his judgment ‘“‘the most 
indefensible raise in the Payne law was 
the doubling of the duty upon barytes 
from 75 cents to $1.50 a ton.’”’ He asserted 
that the price of barytes had fallen in 
this country and is continuing to fall in 
spite of the doubling of the duty. He 
quoted the price in 1909 at $3.55; in 1910, 
$3.02, and in 1911, $2.46 a ton. The charge 
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was made by the defenders of the in- 
creased duty, in response to Mr. Harri- 
son, that the falling prices of barytes 
demonstrated the soundness of the argu- 
ment that those who asked for a higher 
duty, in that the higher duty did not 
bring about an increased price, Mr. Harri- 
son retorted that the fall in price from 
$5 «to $2.46, in spite of raised duties from 
75 cents to $1.50 a ton, “the manufacturers 
of the East would have gotten it 75 cents 
cheaper if it had not been for the duty.’’ 
The effort to restore the Payne law duties 
was defeated. 

At this juncture an amendment was 
made on behalf of the Ways and Means 
Committee in paragraph 83, relating tu 
nitrate of calcium. Before the word 
“chloride” the period is stricken out and 
there is added to the paragraph “and 
nitrate of, crude.’’ This amendment was 
oifered by Representative Hammond, of 
Minnesota, a member of the committee, 
who said that “‘this is a fertilizer known 
as nitrate of calcium, made in Norway 
by an invention of a genius there from the 
nitrate of the air, combined with lime. 
It is made into this product nitrate of 
calcium, and is used as a fertilizer.’’ The 
amendment was agreed to. 

Efforts to amend paragraph 89 in vari- 
ous ways, including striking out the word 
‘“‘magnesite’’ and crude not purified, and 
inserting ‘“‘:nagnesite, crude or calcined, 
not purifed.’’ was defeated by the House. 
Representative Mann then attacked para- 
grapn 93, relating to potash, crude, or 
black salts, ete., and muriate of potash, 
by striking these articles from the bill. 

At the close of the debate on the bill 
there was considerable discussion on the 
action of the committee 1n making a new 
free list to form this chemical section, 
including the transfer from the free list 
of the Payne law to a new free list in 
the chemical schedule of potash, ete.. 
mentioned in paragraph 93 of the pending 
bill. and it was disclosed that this is a 
matter of policy adopted by the majority 
of the Ways and Means Committee in pre- 
paring separate free lists for each sched- 
ule, regardless of the fact that some of 
the items mentioned are already on the 
free list in the existing law. 

Following this debate the bill was

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Mexican Shipments of Bat Guano, 
Washington, Feb. 23, 1912. 

According to a report which has been 
received at the Bureau of Manufactures 
from Consul A, V. Dye, at Nogales, Mex- 
ico, the exportations of bat guano through 
that port during 1911 amounted to more 
than 1,800 tons, valued at $28,432. Re- 
ferring to the character of these exporta- 
tions and prevailing prices, this report 
says:-— 

This is always bat guano, and it is found in 
varioys localities all over the State of Sonora, 
and, in fact, all along the northwest coast of 
Mexico, where in recent years various con- 
cessions have been granted for its exploitation. 
It is usually found in caves in the mountains, 
where it is gathered into sacks and carried on 
burros to the nearest railway station and 
shipped to fertilizer works in California. 

The price given in consular invoices and 
shown on export returns is merely an esti- 
mate, as the guano is shipped on consignment 
to the fertilizer works, where a chemical analy- 
sis is made. The price paid the shipper de- 
pends upon the amount of ammonia contained, 
Guano which contains less than 10 per cent. 
ammonia will not be accepted. While occasion- 
al shipments run as high as 20 per cent., the 
average is from 12 to 15 per cent. 

A crude manner of determining whether the 
percentage of ammonia is large enough to 
pay for shipping is followed. The guano is 
mixed with a@ little unslacked lime and water 
in a small receptacle, and from the ammonia 
fumes which arise the guano hunter judges 
whether the deposit will pay for the handling. 
Several large deposits in this consular dis 
trict have not been worked because of. their 
low percentage of ammonia as thus tested 
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(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
‘ Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
+» Feb. 21, 1912. 

Some of the smaller districts of Kentucky 
have furnished the feature strikes lately, while 
the more developed districts have contributed 
little to the new production Late develop- 
ments in lower Kentucky have been feature- 
less, only a few small pumpers resulting from 
the drilling campaign. Fields of upper Ken- 
tucky, however, have turned out some excel- 
lent strikes, several new wells being drilled 
outside .of defined territory and opening new 
areas for the work of the drill. Wolfe county, 
in upper Kentucky, Lawrence county, in North- 
eastern Kentucky, and Magoffin county, @ new 
proposition in upper Kentucky, have rurnisned 
the late surprises 
In Wolfe county two good strikes were made 
last week in purely wildcat territory, a West 
Virginia company opening a field four miles 
west of the old Campton pool with two comple- 
tions which show up for ten barrels each. The 
oil is the same as that found in the Campton 
pool,, and at a depth of 1,200 feet. Following 
these strikes arrangements have been made to 
drill a number of new tests and all the area 
intervening between the newly opened district 
and the old Campton pool has been leased dur- 
ing the last few days. Another West Virginia 
company has ordered machinery for a string 
of wells in the new district and another month 
will witness a lively drilling campaign. As 
this is the first new work for Wolfe county 
for many months and the initial results have 
been so satisfactory, a lively season is assured. 

The Magoffin county district adjoins Wolfe, 
but there are no pipe lines in the county, the 
late developments being the first in the county. 
Last week a test well showed a fair initial 
production. It was drilled near two old 
strikes, made many years » Two companies 
are now in the field, and are drilling wells, 
and others have secured leases. Owing to its 
proximity to the old pools of upper Kentucky 
and the rich finds of is the county looks prom- 
ising and will be the center of much drilling 
of a test nature the coming spring and sum- 
mer, 

Two small strikes were made in the Lawrence 
county district the latter, part of the week. 
They were finished in the Berea grit. The 
yield is eight or ten barrels each, and the 
showing is about as good as that found in 
other new tests One strike of a reported ca- 
pacity of twenty-five barrels has been made 
in this field, and operators are gradually get- 
ting a better line-up of the formation, which 
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is identical to that found in the Kanawha 
county field, on the West Virginia side. Six 
rigs are up in Lawrence county, but drilling 
has been suspended on three during the past 
week, owing to breakdowns. A number of new 
wells will be started before the end of the 
month. The early extension of a pipe line to 
the new field is stimulating operators to get as 
big a production as possible on the ground. 
They claim their oil is equal to the Pennsyl- 
vania grades, although for several years it 
has been classified commercially with the Som 
erset grade. At one time the pipe line company 
paid a much higher price for this quality of 
oil, which is also found in Floyd county. 

The only strikes in lower Kentucky during 
the week were made in Wayne county, where 
two producers and one failure were resigstered., 
A strike of ten barrels’ capacity was made at 
Parmleysville, one well of five barrels’ ca- 
jpacity and a dry hole being drilled in the 
Cooper district, Wayne county werk has suf- 
fered from adverse weather conditions, fully 
a third of the wells in course of drilling being 
delayed.

The general market has experienced 
nothing of a _ stimulating character 
within the interval, and trading has 
followed the same even lines as we 
have had occasion to note in recent 
reports, The effect of the proposed re- 
vision in tariff rates on many of the 
items is negligible so far as market de- 
velopments are concerned. There was 
a renewal of interest in the chemical 
schedule by its adoption by the House 
on Wednesday, but this outcome was 
generally discounted and it seems to 
have influenced no change in the pre- 
vailing sentiment of the trade that the 
prospects for final enactment are still 
remote, 

Among the market features of the 


week a further easing is to be noted in 
opium, principally under the primary 
influence. The events of quinine inter- 
est failed to leave a more favorable 
impression. Expectations of a firmer 
outcome of the Amsterdam bark auc- 
tion were not realized, and the Amster- 
dam quinine sale resulted in a slightly 
lower unit. While quotations for cod- 
liver oil underwent no further change, 
the tone of the market is still weak on 
the excessive results so far experienced 
at the fishing quarters. Glycerine con- 
tinued to react, both C. P. and dyna- 
mite being quoted at a lower range. 
Haarlem oil is firmer on improved 
buying and better control of the avail- 
able supplies. There was an easier 
tone to menthol, freer arrivals prompt- 
ing more of a realization policy on the 
part of sellers. Quicksilver remains 
firm, despite heavier arrivals. There 
was strengthening of natural Peru bal- 
sam, but the market was still irregu- 
lar on the competition of goods of a 
questionable character. As a result of 
freer offers, black haw and wahoo barks 
of root were in buyers’ favor, although 
sales of the latter at the close tended 
to overcome the earlier influence, The 
same steady market prevailed for 
vanilla at practically unchanged prices, 
St. Ignatius beans declined in sym- 
pathy with the tendency abroad, as 
well as the result of larger spot sup- 
plies and slow demand. Among the 
essential oils the same degree of firm- 
ness characterized bergamot, lemon and 
orange, Freer arrivals of bergamot 
were not reflected upon the market. 
Valencia saffron was on an_ easier 
basis, following keener competition, but 
the American variety was well main- 
tained. Arrivals contributed an easing 
influence to short buchu early in the 
week, but the market came under 
steadier control at the close, with rela- 
tively high prices reported for new 
crop shipment. Long buchu was firmer 
under the primary influence. French 
marjoram scored a higher level as the 
result of lessening of supplies. Among 
the roots jalap and Mexican sarsaparil- 
la tended in buyers’ favor in conse- 
quence of better offers. The receipt 
of bullish cable advices on caraway 
stimulated buying interests to a ma- 
terial extent, clearing the cheaper lots 
and establishing the market on a 
higher level. Celery was also in firmer 
tendency. Parsley seed is reported al- 
most out of the market. The followi

The market has yielded further to 
the force of the keener realization 
policy at primary quarters, and $8.25 is 
available for cases, with the usual pre- 
mium for jobbing parcels. Some of the 
leading holders continue to name $8.35 
@8.50 for cases, but there is little doubt 
that the lower figure would be gen- 
erally met on an actual test of the 
market. Quotations for powdered and 
granular may be repeated at $9.65@10. 
The proposed material increase in the 
tariff rates on opium, which has made 
its first practical advance by the pas- 
sage of the Underwood chemical sched- 
ule by the House during the week, does 
not appear to have exerted any quick- 
ening influence upon the market, deal- 
ers reporting the same light inquiry. 
The heavier selling pressure for primary 
shipment has been charged to Smyrna, 
tut from the same quarter there have 
been advices received in the local trade 
to the effect that cold was menacing 
the young uncovered plants. The opium 
in bond on the close of January at 
the local port amounted to 37,137

pounds, valued at $196,395, as compared 
with 43,530 pounds ($201,450) on Decem- 
ber 31, and 31,087 pounds ($113,717) on 
January 31, 1911. We have also a record 
ot tne opium in bond at St, Louis 
on Decemper 31 for the last two years, 
2U,373 pounds ($115,292) in 1911, and 494 
pounds ($1,303) in 1910.

Operations for spring requirements 
have been well sustained and, while 
dealers are in a better position to 
meet the demand for the average 
manufacturing grades, the market re- 
mains On a steady basis throughout. 
Further good arrivals of Bourbons 
nave been noted, 104 cases from 
France, within the _ interval. Thesé 
lots, with the receipts of the former 
week, are said to represent the pur- 
chases at the recent easing abroad, 
but the goods constitute a basis of 
needed supplies, as the cheaper sup- 
plies of Bourbons had reached a low 
level, and a good part of the newer 
arrivals is reported sold for consump- 
tion. The Paris market is now said to 
be weil reduced of the lower qualities, 
since the operations for this quarter, 
and the market is reported firmer, 
with less disposition to offer the de- 
scriptions more adapted to our re- 
quirements. For the better grades of 
Bourbons, representing the bulk of 
Paris stocks, the prices asked are re- 
ported to be over the spot parity of 
Mexican cuts and the cheaper end of 
beans. 

The Mexican situation is reported 
under steadier conditions, cuts being 
less freely offered from the primary 
quarter and holders showing no dis- 
position to force the market. Par- 
tially cured cuts, it was stated, were 
more tightly held and on the prevail- 
ing basis of goods ready for shipment 
$3.8714.@4 is regarded as a reasonable 
jobbing basis. Any relaxation in the 
market for cuts would, it is believed, 
result in a prompt response by the 
local trade to cover, and there would 
be an equally ready move on the part 
of curers of beans to protect their 
holdings.

There have been no developments of 
material significance in this depart- 
ment during the week and the market 
has continued along practically un- 
changed lines.

Oil of Lemon,—Local business continues ac- 
tive also this week. Buyers were continually 
in the market, and it was therefore easy for 
the sellers to drive up still further the prices 
for this commodity. Consumers abroad are 
only slowly following the moveme nt, but those 
who are compelled to buy cannot but agree to 
pay the full market values which prevail over 


here. The transactions are not limited only to 
prompt goods, for which, however, a premium 
is paid, but also for forward delivery buyers 
are actively endeavoring to secure goods, not- 


withstanding the gradual rise in figures. On 
the whole, it appears that the crop conditions 
here are worse than it had been anticipated, 
and both this fact and the position of the mar- 
ket for fresh fruits seem to justify to some 
extent the tendency of the market, while 
speculative interests, which are at stake this 
season, also contribute largely to the firmness 
of the position.

The market has followed generally 
steady lines and the current movement 
involves proportions of a satisfactory, 
seasonable character. The proposed 
imposition of duty on spices seems to 
have had little bearing upon the 
general market as yet, and local deal- 
ers are more disposed to discredit the 
realization of any move to take spices 
from the free list. Freer receipts of 
black pepper are due during the next 
30 days, but the goods are likely to find 
a ready outlet, as available stocks have 
been generally light of late. All of the 
foreign markets are reported in firmer 
tendency and the statistical position of 
the market has been strengthened by 
the exceptionally low extent of ship- 
ments from the Straits since the first 
of the year. Cable advices at the close 
noted an advance of 6d. in white pepper 
and the tone of the local market was 
firmer in consequence. With the re- 
ported uncovered short interests in 
Singapore white pepper, higher prices 
are awaited in the near future. 

Fairly large arrivals of new crop 
cloves are noted, but the bulk of the 
importations is reported taken for 
prompt consuming account. There was 
some realization, however, from dock 
on urgent speculative trading. The tone 
of futures is reported much firmer at 
Zanzibar, as the crop is said to be 
practically in, with a good inquiry 
noted for principal markets, 

Gingers continue under easing in- 
fluences, the principal factor being the 
bearish campaign on new crop African, 
which assumed greater force on the 
large estimates of the outturn, 

Cassias are firmer for China, in which 
a fairly active grinding and specu- 
lative trade is reported. Batavia No. 
1 is believed to be in line for higher 
prices owing to the prevailing scarcity. 
Saigon is dull but nominally steady. 

Mace remains in the same state of 
scarcity, with no promise of early re- 
lief. 

Pimento has commanded increasing 
sales and higher prices are regarded 
as a reasonable sequence of the short- 
age of stock. Jamaica is reported al- 
most cleared, although holdings of 20,- 

000 bags at this season of the year are 
said to be usual.

Between the holiday and the new 
tariff bill, the local chemical market 
has not distinguished itself by any 


unusual activity. The reversed tariff 
schedule has come in for a great deal 
of discussion, and it will probably 
tend to be an unsettling factor for 
some time to come. Consuming in- 


quiries are mostly confined to small 
lots for immediate shipment, and all 
classes of buyers appear to be adopt- 
ing a conservative policy. It is gen- 
erally admitted in leading quarters 
that the proposed tariff changes com- 
bined with a Presidential campaign 
are factors not conductive to a strain- 
ed output and dealers realize that the 
“bone” will have to be taken with the 
“meat” for several weeks at least. 
Developments during the past week 
have been few. The continued scar- 
city of white arsenic on spot has re- 
sulted in a slight advance in quota- 
tions, and the market at the close 
was in a rather nominal condition. 
Paper mills are drawing freely ,against 
bleach contracts, and recent heavy 
importations have been readily ab- 
sorbed. Buyers of oxalic acid have 
satisfied their wants from German ar- 
rivals, owing to restricted domestic 
output due to the reeent cold weather. 
Blue vitriol is firm under the strength- 
ening influence of the metal market. 
A decline in the lead market had no 
reflection in nitrate of lead prices. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the Liverpool, Lon- 
don and Antwerp chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
have been no developments to alter 
the routine course of the market, and 
the local situation is practically the 
same as last reported. Additional 
business is described as fair, and the 
month’s distribution is said to be well 
up to the seasonable average. Dis- 
tributors quote on the basis of Ic. 
for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs f. o. b. works 
and an advance of .20c, all around for 
goods delivered in this section, less 
the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Heavy ar- 
rivals of English and German are 
meeting with ready distribution 
through contract channels, and local 
stocks are kept at a comparatively 
low state. Sales of additional lots of 
prime for immediate delivery to paper 
mills have been reported at 1.22c. Fu- 
ture shipments are quoted at 1.20@ 
1.25c., according to brand. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Keen desire of 
makers to secure new business is 
keeping the market somewhat unset- 
tled, although the situation appears 
to be gradually assuming a steadier 
attitude. The present movement is 
reported good, especially to the South, 
where the enormous cottonseed crush 
has stimulated the demand for soda 
for oil production requirements. At 
the close prices ranged from 1.60c. to 
1.70c. on the basis ot 60 per cent, for 
70@78 per cent., and 60 per cent. at 
1.70@1.75e. 

SALT CAKE.—tTrading continues 
slow and the market presents a quiet 
appearance. The color and glass trades 
seem to be covered by existing con- 
tracts, as they show little interest in 
additional offerings. Dealers hold car 
lots at 55c.; smaller parcels command 
premiums, according to size. 

SAL SODA.—Dealers report a fair 
seasonable demand for this item with 
a steady contract movement, but the 
market is wholly without feature. Dis- 
tributors quote on the basis of .60c. 
and up f. o. b. barrels, less the usual 
discount terms. Spot lots of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
1%c. up, according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—While competition is 
keeping the market in an unsettled 
condition, there appears to be a slight- 
ly firmer feeling developing. The call 
for contract deliveries is reported fair, 
but consumers appear ready to shop 
before placing new business. Light 
58 per cent. commands 67%c. per 100 
pounds, basis of 48 per cent., in bulk 
and 75c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 
per cent., in barrels, in carload lots, 
f. o. b. works. Forty-eight perf cent. 
was quoted at 72%c. for car lots f. o. 
b. works. Less than car lots are 
quoted by large dealers at 85c. per 
100 pounds, basis of 48 per cent. for 
the 58 per cent., and 90c. per 100 pounds 
for the 48 per cent., both f. o. b. New 
York. 

SULPHIDE OF SODIUM.—Demand 
for manufacturing purposes is reported 
steady, and the market reflects a fair 
degree of activity. Paper, textile and 
leather trades are all said to be in- 
terested, and additional sales are re- 
ported at full figures. Dealers are 
asking 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals 


in barrels and 2%c. for 60 per cent. 
fused or broken in iron barrels f. 0. b. 
New York. 

Acids. 


ACETIC.—Although former prices 
are still current for the different de- 
scriptions of this item, the general 
market continues very firm under the 
strong position of crude materials, Dis- 
tributors quote 1.87144@2.02%c. for 28 
per cent. in barrels, the inside figure 
being for car lots. Glacial 99% per 
cent. in carboys cOmmands 84@9c., 
according to quantity. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Nothing of new 
importance can be noted in conditions 
governing this market. The consuming 
demand is fair and offerings are com- 
manding full prices. At the close quo- 
tations current were 2%@3%c. for 30 
per cent. in barrels, 6c. for 48 per cent. 
in carboys and 6c. for 52 per cent. 
in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—Additional sales for 
home and export purposes continue 
fair, and the market is fully sustained 


at lately prevailing quotations. Spot 
is held at 115c. and up for 18 de- 
grees, according to quantity and 
seller. 

NITRIC.—Dealers’ views are un- 


changed on the basis of previous quota- 
tions and the market presents a fairly 
animated condition with previous prices 
still current. Spot 36 degrees is obtain- 
able at 3%@4'%c., according to quantity 
and seller. 

OXALIC.—Restricted domestic pro- 
duction has thrown the demand most- 
ly on the German brands, and local 
stocks have consequently been kept at 
a low state. Under these conditions 
dealers have experienced little difficulty 
in maintaining the recent _advance. 
Sales on spot during the week were re- 
ported at 7%@7%c. Shipments were 
obtainable at 7'éc. 


SULPHURIC.—Consuming inquiries 
for both prompt and future wants are 
fair and makers are experiencing little 
difficulty in marketing their output at 
satisfactory prices. Dealers hold 60 de- 
grees at 85c. and 66 degrees at $1; both 
descriptions are in drums. Battery acid 
in carboys commands 1@1\c. and ole- 
um 1.25@1.50c. in drums and tank cars. 


TARTARIC.—Local prices remain 
firm in sympathy with the firm position 
of argols abroad. Business is not un- 
usually active, but a fair routine move- 
ment is reported in progress. Dealers 
quote 30%@3lc. for powdered and 304%@ 
30%c. for crystals, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. Cream of 
tartar is unchanged. Crystals are held 
at 23%@24%c. and powdered at 24@ 
2416c., according to size of agder. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—An improved 
call is reported for export account, and 
shipments of late have involved freer 
proportions. Domestic inquiries are fair 
and the market is kept in limited sup- 
ply.

Reports from the South are a little 
more favorable for the fertilizer trade, 
but, as far as actual transactions are 
concerned, the present. week did not 
vary from that which preceded. Sul- 
phate of ammonia continues to be 
strongly held with domestic dealers 
sold ahead and the foreign market is 
described as buoyant with prices in- 
creasing. Nitrate of soda is selling in 
odd lots, but occupies a poor statis- 
tical position, which may eventually 
lead to lower values. Blood and tank- 
uge are slow and transactions are 
mostly on a Chicago basis. Fish scrap 
is out of season, and the left-over 
stocks are not sought after. Pyrites 
are firm and supplies have been well 
taken by acid manufacturers. Acid 
and bones are quiet, but phosphate 
rock is selling up to the capacity ol 
the mines and potash salts are gain~ 
ing favor constantly with arrivals on 
contracts well up to the season’s stand- 
ard. Basie slag is in growing demand 
and promises to become a very impor- 
tant factor on the market during the 
present year. Prices are quoted at 
$10.50 per ton for basic slag contain- 
ing 17@19 per cent. guaranteed phos- 
phoric acid and $11 per ton for 18 to 
20 per cent. guaranteed phosphoric 
acid. For reviews of the Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, Baltimore and Charleston mar- 
kets refer to index on page 21. Detail- 
ed comment on the local market fol- 
lows:— 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Sul- 
phate of ammonia is very firmly held 
in the local market with scarcely any 
domestic sulphate offered for spot 
transactions. Foreign sulphate is 
quoted at $3.28 for all positions. In the 
London market much speculation is 
heard regarding the amount of sul- 
phate which tne United States will 
export during the year. Prices are 
firm and the outlook is very encourag- 
ing for manufacturers of sulphate. Al- 
though some price cutting was report- 
ed, prices are quoted at £14 12s. 6d. 
For the second half of the year some 
sellers are quoting £14 5s. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Second hand 
offerings are being taken out of the 
market in fairly good quantity, but 
large buyers are awaiting for lower 
prices before entering the market. The 
situation in the South has not opened 
enough to cause large buying yet and 
the present market is rather slow, but 
there are many indications to show that 
consumers are closely following the 
progress of the market. In the Lon- 
don market refined is quoted at lower 
figures, £10 lls. 3d. being accepted. 
Ordinary is quoted at £10 8s, 9d. The 
Chilean Nitrate Committee report car- 
goes off the coast or due 10s. 444d. The 
situation is summed up as follows by 
one writer who follows the market:— 

The shipments to Europe again exceeded the 
mid-monthly estimate, the January total being 
183,000 tons, of which no less than 100,000 by 
steamers; the respective figures in the same 
month last year were 135,610 and 85,385 tons. 
Notwithstanding the interruption of navigation 
on the Elbe the ‘“‘port deliveries’’ are officially 
given as 120,570 tons, or 28,740 tons more than 
in January, 1911, while the imports were 71,910 
tons less, present prices being at the same 
time considerably higher. The only comment 
necessary on this fresh example of statistical 
peculiarities in connection with the Chilean 
fertilizer is that the major part of the 56,490 
tons ostensibly ‘‘delivered’’ at Hamburg and 
Nordenhamm was still there at the end of the 
month, being shut in by ice. The compilers of 
nitrate statistics generally compare notes, yet 
the Dunkirk deliveries are officially returned 
as 1,500 tons larger than those in January, 





1911, and locally as 2,883 tons less, the imports 
in this case having been only 2,690 tons against 
30.690 tons last year. The ‘visible supply,’’ 





nevertheless, comes out at 1,122,000 tons com- 
pared with 1,004,720 tons at January 31, 1911, 
a surplus of 118,270 tons, of which 82,500 tons 
in stock at European ports. These figures speak 
for themselves, and we need only add that the 
‘invisible’ supplies on the Continent have 
obviously expanded in proportion with the in- 
crease in the port deliveries, The market re- 
mained firm, and prices were put up during the 
latest spell of intensely cold weather, which 
again brought transportation to a _ standstill, 
but curiously enough the thaw has been imme- 
diately followed by a weaker tone, more espe- 
cially in Hamburg, where the spot quotation 
has fallen 1d. per cwt. The cause of this anti- 
climax is the fear of the enormous quantities 
of nitrate now due at ports of call and direct; 
the December steamers are now coming in, 
and considerable difficulty will be experienced 
in distributing the numerous sailing cargoes 
arrivine ‘‘for orders.’’ The optimistic chorus 
is in full blast, and interesting developments 
may be expected; whether these will favor 
buyers or sellers remains to be seen. In the 
meantime last month’s deliveries in the United 
States were small, and the output of nitrate in 
Chili was 214,40¢ tons, against 211,094 tons in 
January, 1911.

Potash Salts. 


There is nothing new in the local 
market for potash salts. Prices are un- 
changed and withdrawals are season- 
able. The situation in Germany is 
rendered a little complex because of the 
prospects of new works starting up and 
this is commented on by a writer in 
an English publication in the follow- 
ing manner:—‘The dispute in the pot- 
ash world in Germany has barely been 
settled, and now the atmosphere there 
is full of apprehension respecting the 
future because of the defects that have 


been discovered in the various measures 


instituted to protect or to encourage 
the industry. There is, for example, 
the law which was designed to dis- 
courage the flotations of new com- 
panies, but as it only applied to limited 
areas, such as the kingdom of Britain 
itself, it has not been successful in pre- 
venting the formation of new com- 
panies in other parts of the empire. 
Then, again, the obviously wise 
measure of requiring a second shaft 
to be sunk on the potash properties 
when the shaft is completed has the 
effect of qualifying the property more 
positively for an important quota in 
the list of export rights. There always 
remains the problem whether the syn- 
dicate will be successful in absorbing 
the new works as they reach the period 
of production, but that question cannot 
be solved except in practice. We shall 
soon see how strong the syndicate is 
in that particular direction. Confidence 
is very strong in potash circles that 
the world’s market will widen very 
rapidly and assist in the solution of 
these local troubles by taking up a 
larger quantity of mineral potash 
than has hitherto been thought likely. 
Nevertheless, with this confidence fair- 
ly openly expressed, there is strong 
misgiving as to what may happen 
when the new companies start work.”

This 
is of interest to the food chemists, the health 
official and the consumer, for shellac is used 


as a coating for certain food products, such as 


some kinds of confectionery and bakers’ prod- 
ucts, and is largely used as a varnish. on re- 
ceptecles and containers of various kinds in 
many lines of food manufacture, 


Shellac has been used by many of the larger 


confectioners to the extent of several barrels 
a month each primarily for the purpose of 
giving the goods so treated a gloss or high 


finish and a superior appearance The amount 
of dry shellac on these candies varies from 
a small fraction of a per cent. to 1.5 per cent., 
depending on the amount of surface exposed 
and the thickness of the coating. Penny goods 
and those usually consumed by children, such 
as fudge of various kinds, peanut bars, sugar- 
coated peanuts, imitation chocolate cigars, etc., 
are more often shellacked than other classes 
of confectionery. 

The brewing industry is a very large user of 
shellac, the products of many breweries being 
held in shellac containers from the time the 
wort leaves the brew kettle, throughout the fer- 
mentation and aging processes, until the con- 
sumer’s glass is drawn ‘‘from the wood'’—that
